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Many Injured in a Town

ONNELLSVILLE (Pa.) Sept.

Chance, six miles south of Union- 
|town, were entirely wiped out by an 
explosion today. Of the thirty-two 
men who went to work in the milis 
nineteen are known to be dead. Of 
these thirteen have been identified. 
Besides nine of the factory force who 
were seriously injured, scores of people 
in the town of Fair Chance, within half 
a mile of the powder mills, were more 
or less painfully injured, 
The shock of the explosion was dis- 
tinctly felt in Connellsville. twenty 
miles away, buildings being rocked on 
their foundation. At Uniontown hun- 
dreds of panes of glass were broken. In 
the town of Pair Chance there is 
scarcely a house that did not suffer 
damage. Hay stacks were toppled over 
in the livestock were 
stunned. The rails of the Baitimore and 
Ohio Ratliroad and the West Pennsy!- 
vyania Traction company were rooted 
from the roadbed and traffic was de- 
layed six hours. Train No. 52 on the 
Baltimore and Ohio had a narrow és- 
cape from annihilation. It had just 
passed the Rand Mills when the explo- 
sion occurred. The windows in the 
coaches were shattered and passengers 
thrown into @ panic. A Street car on 
the West Pennsylvania Ratiway had 
Miso passed a few seconds before the 


escape damage. though It 
There were seven explosions in all. 
Every one of the ten buildings was to- 
tally demolished. The dé@bris that was 
strewn over the ten acres of ground 
where the plant was located took fire 
soon after the explosion and added 
fresh terrors to the disaster. 
THRILLING EXPERIENCES. 

The firet three explosions were not 
as serious as the last four. Then the 
packing-house, pressing-room and 
anagazine blew up, followed by two 
ears of dynamite. Many of the sur- 
vivors had thrilling experiences. Or- 
ville Swayne wae working in the glaz- 
ing room and had gone out for a drink 
of water. He was just outside when 
the mixing mill went up. The explo- 
sion threw him high in the 4 but he 


landed on hie feet in a ne@pork of 
wires. Dodging these he spedTaround 
the hill and was fifty feet away when 
the second explosion threw him on his 
face. He lay there stunned and knew 
nothing of the terrific blast that came 
when the storage magazine went up. 
A half hour after the explosion he was 
picked up and carried to a place of 
safety. All day at short intervals 
searchers would bring in bits of bodies 
or clothing. Same of these were car- 
ried in dishpans or damaged powder 
cans. 

A majority of the dead were single, 
although several of them leave large 
families. 

When the bodies were recovered the 
work of identification was very dif- 
ficult. 

The hole where the magazine ex- 
ploded is fifteen feet deep and fifteen 
yards square.

Hearts of dogs have been suc- 
cessfully moved up into the animal's 
necks and there performed their func- 
tions. Circulation of the blood in dogs 
has been reversed without killing the 
animal and many new things nbout 
heart action have been learned, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carroll, who will begin 
new experiments in October. “What we 
have learned,” said Dr. Carroll today, 
“gives us hope that some day we may 
replace a wounded, worn-out heart in 
a human being with the healthy, youth- 
ful and gtréng oye from a living 
monkey.” 
Dr. Carroll was formerly a surgeon 
in the French army and is at the IU'ni- 
versity of Chicago only to conduct his 
experiments.

OVER A THOUSAN 


Fi urther Details of A wful Destruction 
Wrought in Italy Show Piles of 
Killed, Villages Obli erated, People 
Crazed With Fear. |

OME, Sept. %—{Exelusive Dis- 
Patch.) Further details of the 
earthquake state that ihe damage 
is far greater than at first. supposed. 
There were probably more than four- 
‘teen hundred persons killed, more than 


8000 wounded and several thousand 
rendered homeless. 
At Reggio di Calabria, the shock 


lasted thirty seconds and all the popu- 
lation are camping in the streets and 
public places. 

The villages of Drapi, Francica, San 
Fioro, Ionadi, Dafaira and Lonzione are 
completely destroyed. Dead and 
wounded are being dragged from the 
debris. 

All the principal roads near Monte- 
leone are full of people. This town was 
Slmost completely destroyed.

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MOUNTAIN SECRETS 


NEW KNOWLEDGE GAINED. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

RENO, Sept, %—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The weather bureay of the 
United States, as well as students of 
botany throughout the world, will soon 
learn much of interest in their respec- 
tive lines as the result of experiments 
and researches now being conducted on 
Mount Rose. Profs. Church and Ken- 
nedy of the University of Nevada have 
just returned from a monthly visit to 
Mount Rose, where they are condycting 
climatic observations with a view of 
learning the weather conditons in high 
altitudes. They are working under di- 
rection of J. H. Smith, district director 
of the United Btates weather bureau 
and with Alexander McAdie of San 
Francisco. Maximum and minimem 
thermometers and rain guages have 
been placed on the mountain top by 
Prof. Church. 

Church's latest visit reveals the 
strange fact that during August when 
the people of the valleys and even at 
the seaside resorts were suffering from 
the heat, the Mount Rose thermometer, 
10.860 feet above \sea level, showed a 
minimum temperature of three degrees 
below sero while the maximum tempera- 
ture during the month was 73 degrees, 
Notwithstanding this record, a wild 
currant bush Was growing on 
mountain top with the berries ripe 
and near-by flowers were also in bioom.

The—excursionists were iraneported 
to Long Beags ™ three special cars of 
the Pacific HMileciric line, and were 
landed at a wharf on Cerritos Slough. 
which Is alleged by the United States 
Government to be a navigable stream. 
The Realty Board and its guests do not 
indorse the official view, but hope that 
Mr, Barbour, Dana Burks and their 
associates wil have success in their 
project for making Cerritos Slough one 
of the highways of commerce, 

A flotilla of launches, previded by 
Mr. Barbour, undertook to convey the 
explorers from Long Beach ‘o Term.nal 
Island, and there were adventures 
enough to make a sea-novel before they 
arrived. Fred EKaton, who posed as a 
mariner because he was supposed to 
know something about water, piloted 
one of the launches and marooned half 
the outfit on a mudbank near the oll 
refinery, The shipwrecked mariners 
were rescued, and towed to shore, an1 
they are all ready to testify empbhatic- 
ally that the tnner San Pedro harbor 
needs dredging, 

Mr. Barbour and Mr. Burks agreed 
as to the necessity, and explained their 
own project of making an tanner harbor, 
with 27,000 feet wharf frontage on a 
really navigabje channel 300 feet wide. 
The project comprises the improvement 
of 860 acres of tide lands and involves 
the expenditure of a million or so for

“Are you now, or have you been, in- 
terested in the last two or three years 
in any speculations involving the pur- 
chase or sale of any stocks or commo- 
dities on margins. 

"Do you own, or have you recently

been or is in a position to have any 
dealings with the department, either in 
the purchase or pale of materials in 
which the departsnent may be in any 
way intereste1?”

While everyone knows that ft is 
wrong to stew tea, to draw from it as 
much of its astringent principles as 
possible, yet there are few who pay 
any practical regard to the warning 
not to prepare tea in this way. It can- 
not be too widely khown that not oniy 
is theine the most essential constitu- 
ent of tea, but also that it is almost 
as quickly soluble in hot water as is 
sugar. The making of the infusion is 
therefore complete in a few minutes, 
and only tea s0 prepared is the 
“blessed beverage." The abuse of tea, 
like the abyee of anything else, is, of 
course, reprehensible, and the gullty 
person deserves all the unpleasant 
symptoms which excessive tea-Jrinking 
or the drinking of strong, stewed tea 
sooner or later brings in ite train. The 
use of plenty of milk with tea, it may 
be added, is a wise precaution and 
muat be regarded as a sound physio- 
logical proceeding, since the proteids of 
milk destroy astringency and probably” 
prevent the otherwise injurious action 
of tannin on the mucous membrane of 
the stomach. In the Intestinal juice 
the proteide are separated and the 
tannin probably combines with the so- 
dium salts. The immoderate drinking 
of tea is an unquestionable evil, but, 
on the whole, we are inclined to think 
that the evils of tea-drinking have been

level, and fourteen miles iniand., 
reached by a spur of the Santa Fé 
Railroad, that winds its serpentine way 
up the valley from the coast w the 


decorated im honor of the gala occa- 
sion. and a huge transparent banner 
was stretched across ihe street at @ 
prominent corner with the single word 
“Freedom” worked out in immense let- 
ters of red, white and blue, so large 
that he who ran might read. From 
the banner floated the American flag, 
embiematic of the fact that Escondido 
is now absolutely free from public debt 
of any nature whatsoever.

— loose and cheered again and 
STORY OF THE BONDS. 

The story of the troublesome bonds, 
Which have for so many years hung 
over the heads of the people of Es. 
condide Valley. like the sword of 
Damocies, is. briefly told, this: In 1894 
there was built at the head of the val- 
ley an 86-foot rock-filled dam with a 
hundred-foot base. behind which is an- 
nually im nded 1,500,000,000 galions 
of water. The system was constructed 
under the Wright Irrigation Law at 
an expense of 000, but the bonded 
debt proved so hurdensome that the 
citigens of the valley found they could 
not pay the entire amount of the bonds 
and interest. They became discou ed 
and for several years the entire valley 
suffered from a depression which pre- 
vented any progress. Several attempts 
were made to compromise with the 
bond holder, but each time met with 


failure. 
In the epring of 1904, W. H. Bald- 
ridge secured an option on e 


bonds, providing that if the bond 


holder received $200.°00 and 
terest within a certain time 
the bonds would be etrrendered. The 


properiy owners held a mass meeting 
and appointed an Executive Committee 
of fifteen to device ways and means of 
Talsing the money. They finally de- 
cided to levy an assesament on the 
real property in the district, and \t wes 
found necersary, in order to raise the 
$328,000 required, to make the assese- 
ment 43 per cent. on the appraised va)- 
wation. No legal! means to compe! the 
payment of the assessment were re- 
@orted to, but by the purely voluntary 
act of the property owners, within six 
months enough money had been raised 
to take up the bonde. 

What other community in this State, 
or any other, could put up an amount 
@imost equal to one-half the assessed 
valuation of their property and not fee! 
at leasi temporary financial embarrass- 
ment? Such was not the case, how- 
ever, in the Escondido Valley. It is a 
matter of record that not a single prop- 
Ts owner in the entire community 
euffered apparent hardship, but, with 
consummate grit and pluck, put up his 
pro rate. The simple ability to do this 
speaks volumes for the prosperity and 
wealth of the valley. The people fow 
own the waterworks and not a dollar 
of debt hangs over them. 

The water system is owned and op- 
erated by the Eacondido Mutua! Water 
Company, composed of the people of 
the valley. each property owner hold- 
ing stock in proportion to the amount 
paid on the aresesrenent. The water is 
taken from the flood of the Ban Luis 
Rey River, the largest stream in San 
Diego county, and which furnishes a 
never-failing supp!y. conducted 
through cement ditches and flumes, a 
distance of fifteen miles to the storage 
reservoir six miles from the town of 
Escondido, and 700 feet above the valley, 
to which tt is conducted by ditch, fume 


pipe lines. The origina! plan con-. 


tempiated a dam 110 feet high. thirt 
feet higher than at present, and whic 
would impound many times more wa- 
ter. The immense possibiiittes of the 
System can be realized when It is 

own that by adding ten (feet 
only to the present height of the darn

RESOURCES OF THE VALLEY. 


, The resources of Escondido Valley 
«impiy iimitiess. As an average 
Sampice, the express shipments from 
her loca! office only last week comprised 

cases of eggs, 1890 pounds of chick- 
ens, 573 pounds of butter. 980 pounds 
of cream, 280 pounds of meat and 134,- 
485 pounds of grapes seni to the Los 
Angeles and San Diego markets. Last 
year fifteen carloads of honey were 
shipped out.of the valiey with 19 car- 
loafis of oranges, ‘erfions and grape- 
fruit, and severa) hundred carloads of 
hey. Another iniporient resource ts 
her poultry, which le alwaye a good- 
paying adjunct to a farming com- 
munity. The income from eggs 
and pouliry alone to the farmers’ wives 
of Escondido Valley amounts to over 
$10,000 per month. 

“The hen doesn't soar so high as 
some birds,” remarked one of her poul- 
try enthusiasts, “but she does the 
work.” 

Just now @ great many vineyards of 
wine grapes are being set. The foot- 
hilie and surrounding valleys are ad- 
mirably adapted to the growing of this 
brand of grapes as well as the muscat 
or raisin grape which is grown here by 
the ton. One vineyard of 166 acres is 
@et solely to raisin grapes. English 
walnuts, almonds and peanuta thrive 
wonderfully well too, but a& yet not 
much attention has been given to nut 
| euiture. There are great orchards of 
- deciduous fruits—apricot, peach, plum, 
Dear, fig, nectarine, prune, apple, 


quince and pomegranate. The enor- 
mous yield of alfalfa supplies pastur- 
age and feed for hundreds of head of 
cattle and other stock. Eecondido and 
all her tributary valleye—San Marcos, 
Richland, San Pasqual, Poway, Bernar- 
do, Ramona and Bear Vailley—have 
large creameries in operation and 
annually export great quantities of 
butter and cheese of excellent quality. 

Besides all these profitable pastora! 
Pursuits, the mining industries must 
not be overlooked. e are two min- 
ing companies well equipped with 
machinery and In the mountain range 
lying northeast of Escondido are some 
of the most valuable “gem” deposits in 
the country, such as the beryl, tourma- 
line In its lovely opalescent and ever- 
changing hues, the amethyst, garnet, 
topaz and the now world-famous kun- 
site with the exquisite lilac or violet 
tint that is found nowhere else in the 


world. 

The big eto reservoir is stocked 
with fish—the e black base—and in 
the winter it affords excellent sport for 
the duck hunter, as great fiocks of 
these birds on their journey south from 
the cold northern countries find a rest- 
ing place here. Mountain trout abound 
in the streams back of the range only 
a few hours drive fram Escondide and 
quall age so plenty that it is a poor 
hunter that cannot bag the limit al- 
lowed by the law in a few hours’ ehoot- 
ing. land, with water, can b- 
had for per acre in Escondido Val- 
ley. The business done at a postoffice 
is generally a pretty good index of the 
business importance of the town. Laat 
year the postal receipts at the Escon- 
dido postoffice were almost $3700. An- 
other index of account i« the schoo!, 
and here Escondido scores high. She 
has the largest school in the county 
outside of San Diego, numbering 400 
pupliis in her High School and two 
grammar schools with five teachers em- 
ployed in each. The High Schoo! build- 
ing is high not only in aim but In toca- 
tion, a splendid brick building standing 
on a lofty eminence which compels her 
students to literally climb the hill of 
science. Six blocks of cement sidewalk 
have just been laid and several new 
business blocks are going up, notably 
the fine bank of buff pressed brick, and 
just beyond it a splendid mercantile 
house of similar material. 

The celebration of yesterday, there- 
fore, was most appropriate and oppor- 
tune, and it was no wonder that almost 
half of San Diego county turned over 
on its side to witness it, and that the 
citizens of Escondido themselves 
burned with pride and enthusiasm as 
well as burning the bonds. 

Meanwhile the water flows fast anJ 
free throughout the length and breadth 
of the fertile valley. The cattle are 
grazing on the peaceful hilis, the bees 
are humming over their stores of 
honey, the hens are proclaiming their 
products by thelr musical cackie, ihe 
grain fields lie golden unto the harvest, 
the grapes hang in great purple and 
white clusters in the smiling vineyarda, 
the orchards stand full-fruited, the al- 
mond and walnut groves are green and 
growing and there's no “frost on the 
punkin’” nor ever will be in all this

BOOM IN POSTAL CARDS. 


Transportation of the Souvenir Variety 
Proves Profitable to Uncle 
Sam. 
[Boston Ttranscript.] The collection 


of souvenir postal cards has practically 
created anew industry. Its beginnings 


were apparently in @urope; travelers 
there led in sending cards to their 
friends at home, on which were 
pictured interesting scenes at places 
visited. Then the industry *pread to 
this country, till now no town of any 


size in the United States is without its 


post cards, with pictures of buildings, 
or some natural attraction, often in 


colors 


This postal card business proves ex- 
tremely profitable to the postoffice. It 
takes approximately one hundred and 
twenty cards to weigh a pound; this 


means $1.20 for carrying them through 
the malls. Merchandise pays sixteen 
cents; books eight; and newspapers 
and magazines, from the place of publi- 
cation, one cent. The average cost to 
the government 
through the mails is in the neighbor. 
hood of eight cents. It Is thus ap- 
parent that the picture post card craze, 
by stimulating the use of this device 
for communicating. is @reatly adding 
to Uncle Sam's revenues, and offsetting 
the losses from other quarters.

One thing which ought to be done to 


put post card collecting on a sctentific 
basis is to discourage the sale of cards 
eleaewhere than in the city or town 
where the scenes depicted are located. 
For example, one may buy in a depart- 
ment store In Washington cards show- 
ing St. Paul's Cathedral In London, or 
St. Peter's in Rome, or the Great Pyra- 
mid, of exactly the same patterns as 
those sold on the spot. One house in 
thie city carries twelve hundred de- 
signe in picture post cards. All the 
zest in collecting, as an evidence of the 
traveler's research. is lost when the out 
of the way corners of the globe can be 
reached, for post card purposes, on 
Broadway. This apparently could not 
be corrected, and #0 post card collec- 
tien will never reach the level of coin 
and stamp collecting. Moreover, to be 
real, there should be one design for 
each place of interest, and not as 
many as the camera can catch. And 
still post crd collection haa its pleasant 
phases and will probably last. The ex- 
celence of cheap picture making of the 
present day ie its basis.

During 
the last four years the city has not en- 
couraged outside communities to apply 
for admission for the reason that there 
was not water enough to go round. 
But that is all changed now and the 
wheels of industry are buzzing like an 
electric fan.

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NELSON KNOCKS OUT 
CLEVER BOY BRITT. 


Lightweight Champion of the World 
Goes Down in Eighteenth Round of 
Fierce and Surprising Battle at 
Coima— Endurance Counts.

BATTLE IN DETAIL. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M)

The entire building from the 
foundations to the roof is constructed 
in this same manner. 


INDIAN VILLAGE IDEA 
ANTONIO 


OR the establishment of a model 

Indian village representing all of 

the existing tribes of North 
America, Antonio Apache, graduate of 
Carlisie and Harvard, himescf a full- 
blooded Indian, is attempting to enlist 
the coiperation and support of H. E. 
Huntington. 

Apache, who is a polished gentleman 
with a host of friends among leading 
business een and financiers of Los 
Angeles, has had thie project at heart 
for some time. A notable exception 
to the general run of his countrymen, 
in that he has fully improved his op- 
portunities for an education and is 
making the most of his great natural 
talents. Apache has viewed with sorrow 
the inevitable wiping out of his peo- 
ple and their approaching utter ex- 
tinction. 

It is as much the historical value 


that is inducing him to push the pro- 
ject of an Indian village, to be es-| 
tablished on the Hu gton Com— 


pany’s lands lying between this 
and Pasadena. 

Into this villege itis his intention to 
gather representatives of all of the 
tribes of North America and especially 
of the United States. Each tribe will 
have a section allotted to it, and there, 
in dwellings such as have been their 
abode for years, the indian families 
will live and will ply their respective 


blanket weavers, and the cunning 
adepts in the art of building bark 
canoes, all kept busy at the things 
which their hands know best how to 
fashion. 

Their wares will be sol4 by the man- 
agement of the village, and this, te 
gether with the admission fees which 
will be charged visitors, will tend w 
make the proposition self-supporting 
and wil! furnish honest einployment 
for a numbe: of Indian families, both 
men and women. It will offer a com- 
mendable substitute for their present 
precarious way of eking out a liveli- 
hood, and it is Apache's hope that 
they may learn such lessons of indus- 
try as will be communicated to their 
offepring and termd to elevate the suc- 
ceeding generations. 

For the purpose of hearing more at 
length the original ideas of this inter- 
esting young man, who since hi«e re- 
turn from the East has become a fam-

Bernhardt’s System. 

Sarah Bernhardt has been causing 
excitement again in Paris, having 
quarreled—though with her famed di- 
plomacy she quickly “maée up” —with 
Coquelin and Rostand over rights to 
which she wishes to bring 
to this country on her next tour, and 
the American rights to which have 
been disposed of to M. Hertz, who has 
an arrangement by which Coquelin is 
to appear as the Old Sergeant. 

A more widely diffused agliation, 
. however, was caused among French 
dramatists by Sarah, who is trying to 
launch what is known as a “syndicate 
for the defense of theatrical direc- 
tors,’ which the makers of plays think 
will seriously affect their royalties and 
prerogatives. Bernhardt, however, de- 
clares that the syndicate has no such 
aim, but is ean organization “against 
the exorbitant charges of costumers, 
scene painters and certain artists of 
the theater.” “I am sick of the orgy of 
free tickets,” she says, “and if the di- 
rectors unite this imposition will be 
reduced to reasonable limits.” 

The artistic spirit that has con- 
trolled the Paris theaters, with an- 
cient usuages of the claque, etc., has 
resulted in the growth of many abuses 
as to free tickets and other privileges 
there, and a reform, no doubt, is de- 
sirable. But Paris may pray to be de- 
livere from the syndicate spirit as it 
is known here, and as it is becoming 
known in the English Theater.—[San 
*Franciseco Chronicle.

Managers >t Work. 

There is one thanager in New York 
these days whose gluttony for hard 
work is phenomenal and whose con- 
tinuance without collapse in the path 
he has followed for twenty-five years 
or more is a matter of amazement, 
writes Leander Richardson. 

Charlies Frohman at the moment of 
‘his writing has twelve companies in 
rehearsal in New York, ranging all the 
way from sentimenta) drama to light 
musical comedy. In several of these 
Mr. Frohman te his own stage di- 
rector. 
organization in charge in the morning, 
another in the afternoon and a third 
at night, so that he gets from nine io 
twelve hours of actual presence on the 
stage in every full day. At 9 o'clock 
in the morning, and sometimes earlier, 
Mr. Frohman disposes of his corre- 
spondence and holds interviews by ap- 
pointment. Then off he goes to the 
theater, and when it is all over, at 10 
or 11 o'clock in the evening, he fre- 
quently rounds out the day's occupa- 
tion by reading a manuscript and de- 
ciding upon its merit. 

It is not generally known, but it is 
nevertheless a fact, that Mr. Frohman 
personally engages, or directs the en- 
gagement, of every solitary man and 
woman in his employ, even to the 
chorus girls of his big musical shows. 
This in itself would keep an ordinary 
human being keenly alive to the fact 
that he was “going some,” but it forms 
an infinitesimal part of the diurnal 
task of this restless and tireless man. 

Mr. Frohman once upon a time was 
wont to take some little recreation in 
a big Panhard automobile which he 
imported to this country, along with 
a Parisian chauffeur. The driver of 
the machine was an epicure and when 
Mr. Frohman stopped for dinner at 
Claremont, or the Country Club, or 
any other outlying ‘resort, it used to 
take the chauffeur two solid hours to 
finish his repast, the bills for which 
would run from $6 to $10. The mana- 
ger didn't mind the money, but he 
couldn't stand the expenditure of time, 
and $0 one night when the Frenchman 
was “lippy” over the impatience of his 
employer, he was abruptly dismissed, 
and a few days later Mr. Frohman sold 
his Panhard for about 26 per cent, of 
what it cost him.

production of quite a long period of 
time. It is rather curious to note how 
in these compositions Chopin showed 
the fruition of bis genius in precisely 
the same way as he revealed himseif 
in his greater and better known works. 
In such a song as ‘Mir aus den Angen.’ 
which was written some seventy-five 
years ago, the man is almost as 
modern as the most modern musician 
of today. A very wnimportant series 
of years divided him from Mozart: but 
the difference between the two men 
was so absolute and so complete that 
one might almost think that many a 
generation had slipped by between the 
actual death dates of the two men. 
Mozart, with his glorious and magni4- 
centiy genius turned the conven- 
tion of his musical period into the in- 
spirations. of perfect . freshness. 
Chopin, beginning at a later period, 
when the old conventions had been 
made conplete, was a kind of prophet 
of his immediate future. This has 
been recognized generally through his 
Noctrunes, and his ather less famous 
pianoforte work. The time. of course, 
had not yet come when Henry Field's 
influence over music was likely to be 
excessively important. That Chopin 
took much thought from the work of 
Field cannot be doubted for a mo 
ment; but despite all the unhappiness 
of his own persona! life, he at all 
events came into his kingdom precise. 
ly at the right turn of the wheel. Yet 
it still remains extraordinary that 
these very lovely songs should be so 
littie known. The most exquisite work 
in the volume pow issued is that which 
is entitled, in English, ‘Poland's Death 
Dirge,’ a song which is as poignant as 
anything In the same genre which 
Schumang ever created. In it,.as it 
seems to us, Chopin sums up his 
delicacy of temperament, flashed 
across by moments of intense strength

One song in particular, “The Hymn to 
Love,” was demanded a second time, 
and this popular song out of an un- 
popular opera was the cause of the 
firet encore obtained by the general 
demand of an audience. 

, Just here it may be noted that the 
French do not use the word “encore” 


half-hearted attempt seems to be 
made. On the programmes of the old 
Theater Comique, down at No. 444 
Broadway, was this legend, perhaps 
hereditary: “On account of the length 
of the programme only two encores 
can be allowed.” Certainly there was 
no attempt to enforce the alleged rule, 
s0 probably the Comique cannot be 
cited as a theater where any real at- 
tempt was made to suppress the 
“nuisance.” 

Perhaps the most remarkable en- 
cores on record were those demanded 
and had by the late King of Bavaria, 
Louls Il. Long before he was known 
to be insane. while he was only con- 
sidered ectentric, he insisted on hav- 
ing plays and operas performed be- 
fore bim as the sole auditor, the cur 
tain rising at midnight. If he liked 
the play he would order it to 
be played again at once. He paid hia 
actors well, however, for their doubla 
labor, and is probably the only au- 
dience that ever did so, for one of the 
causes for the prevalence of the “en- 
core nuisance’ is the fact that an en- 
core granted makes the visit to the 
theater more of a good bargain, in 
that the andience gets more than it 
pald for.—|Musica!l Leader.

A Painter of Power. 

American art culture is largely me- 
chanical aad imitative; the “tricks of 
trade” of European studies have sub- 
stituted, in only too many cases, ve- 
neer for reality, sterile process for 
Vital spark. There is only too much 
truth, | fear, In the charges of the best 
French, German and English artists, 
that our students affect too much their 
manners, instead of divining their ar- 
tistic sensibilities. “We foreigners 
like you for what is distinctly yours, 
not second-hand ours,” wrote a French 
critic, astonished at our vast accumu- 
lation of promiscuous borrowed plumes. 
Where are the American artists 
whose work smacks of the native soil, 
as does the poetry of Whitman, our 
greatest poet, largely because he was 
a true expression of his country and 
time? One walks through exhibition 
after exbibition, but only in the rare 
“blue moons” does one discover a 
canvas which is in the way of being 
vital art, and behind which—mark this 
—there lurks a personality. 

I have lately discovered such a can- 
vas--or, rather. canvases. They havr 
a strong accent; they are more than 
frank, they are brutal and uncouth, 
but they are the expremion of virile 


and individual emotions. And they 
possess loca! charm. 
Their author is Charlies W. Haw- 


thorne. He is essentially a ficure 
painter. a painter of “types.” sur- 
rounded by a jumble of still life. The 
fishing folk of Cape Cod are his spe- 
cilalty. He paints them impassionately, 
without poetry or analytical reflection, 
with scarcely a atint of that sensitive 
compaasion which modern figure paint- 
“Ts are prone to put into their work. 


gazes at his work. And yet, behind 
this ruggedness and brutality (we can- 
not call ft otherwise) there is,. above 
it and around it, like an atmosphere, 


can only come from absolute frank- 
ness and sincerity, which is felt rather 
than seen. 

But. is this sufficient to counterbal- 
ance his angular and savage style? 
There is a difference of opinion about 
it. Nobody denies that he is endowed 
with rare power. Here at last is a 
painter who can paint! But he is

lacking in imagination and the pro- 
founder emotional forces, it is argued. 
We must confess that his art has se- 
rious shortcomings. He can only 
paint what he sees. His technique is 
his whole composition. He admits 
himself that he regards everything as 
still life. He does not invent. 

But is this really a shortcoming? 
To paint things just as they are, with- 
out the addition of any esthetic 
formulae whatsoever—the most wun- 
assuming pose wi!! do—to record your 
observations, nothing else, and yet to 
make the picture vibrant with life— 
is that really not the highest aim a 
painter can put himself? What else 
have Franz Hals and Velasquez done” 
And was it not that quality in which 
Manet excelled? Yes, you may argue. 
but these masters painted so well that 
they put everything which other men 
only evolve after strenuous study and 
experiment, unconsciously, intuitive- 
ly, into their work. True enough ii 
takes a great painter (such as ate 
only born two or three times in a 
century) to accomplish the task. But 
should we blame a man for striving 
in the same direction’?—(Sadakichi 
Hartmann, in International Studio.

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Fisher Boy, by Charlies W. Hawthorne. 
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He sees things and—paints them. But 
in his men with oar and fishing tackle, 
and his Portuguese fisher boys, we fe! 
a whiff of the ocean, and their enviroa- 
ment is actually dripping with brine. 
Hawthorne is in his art a direct de- 
scendant of Winslow Homer and 
Thomas Eakins, who went their way 
independent, audacious; who tried to 
paint life as they knew it—their own 
inepirations and their own delights in 
what they discovered as being beauti- 
ful. Hawthorne's art bas not yet that 
expression of joy in expansive life 
which clings to Wiusiow Homer's fig- 
ures, nor has jt that anatomical grasp 


in character which is Eakina’s 
strength. But it is just as vital, natu- 
ral and wholesome 

Technically, Hawthorne is § very 
strong. Originally a pupil of Chase 


and a searcher for individual bruseh- 
work (as still noticeable in The Story 
1898.) he has abolished the pride and 
surprise of performance to fiver artis- 
tic faculties. His technique has become 
quicker, less obtrusive; he prefers to 
“model” rather than to expound the 
cleverness of brueh strokes. His color 
sense is crude but marvelously virile 
He emphasizes, if he does not aggra- 
vate, the savagery of evident contrasts. 
He has the audacity to use pure ivory 
black in his flesh-tints. Blotches of 
immaculate vermilion and permenent 
bine and chrome-yellow fight for sn- 
premacy on his canvases. Yet the re- 


sult ia life. The men he paints are not 
deficient In red blood corpuscles.

various in color @nd texture, but par- 
ticularly the red and black pipe-stone. 
The red is the natural color, but the 
black was originally clay-color, which 
by tempering with fire became black. 
It is remarkable how artistically the 
Indian carved the bow! and sometimes 
the stem of the pipe with his rude 
tools of bone and stone. Little by lit- 
tle the bard stone was chipped off, 
and then filed down and polished with 
sand and a piece: of leather. It re 
quired many days of patient labor 
The only known Quarry of the fam- 
ous rel pipe-stone, held sacred by the 
Dakotas, ts found in the southwest 
corner of Minnesota, and is forever 
reserved for their Use. 

The work In leather and skins was 
perhaps their most extensive industry. 
They made boxes‘or “parfleches” of 
rawhide and painted them in charac- 
teristic colors and designs. From the 
tanned skins were made the tents, or 
tepees, and all sorts of garments, 
saddies when they had horses, crad- 
les, sometimes called baby-hoods, all 
beautifully ornamented. Porcupine 
quills, dyed with vegetable dyes 
brilliant and soft colors, were used 
before beads were obtainable, also 
the fur of the ermine and other emall 
animals, combined with feathers cun- 
ningly cut and dyed, 

These primitive arts and crafts wer» 
not practiced by all the people in- 
discriminately, but there was a degre 
of specialization. Certain of the older 
men were the arrow-makers, and the 
makers of pipes were of the same 
clase. There were individuals noted 
for their skill and artistic gifts in these 
directions. Canoe-makers were found

of course the sewing and ornamen- 


the scraper and awl, but not with 
equal skill. It was a recognized pro- 
fession in which few became really 
proficient. 


The painting was done by men and 
women both. It generally represented 
in a conventional manner the ele- 


animals, and the rainbow colors were 
used, the pigments being of colored 
earth or extracted from roots and ber- 
ries. The original designs wer? 
mostly in square or triangular figures, 
but of late years the work has greatly 
suffered by the influence of white civi- 
ization. Aniline dyes are used and the 
desigas copied from carpets or wall- 
paper. 

Among the Indians of my boyhood 
days, every article In common use 
had its appropriate and typical deco- 
ration.

An interesting bronze door has been 
put on exhibition at the Mark Hop- 
kins Institute of Art, San Francisco, 
by the owner, Andrew Rudgear, who 
recentiy bought it in Italy, near 
Florence, where it has been stored in 
a neglected cellar.

While several 
unions presented a fairly good martia) 
appearance, the majority straggled 
along like bands of sheep without any 
attempt at keeping in line. Among 
the prominent unions were to be seen 
the Scavengers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, the Bootblacks’ Union, Brewery 
Workmen, the Hodcarriers, the Pile 
Bakers, the Livery Stable, Chamber 
Maids and severa! others. 

THERE WAS NO ENTERTAINMENT. 

There was a notable lack of enthus!- 
asm both In the crowd witnessing the 
parade, and among those who were 
taking part in the procession. As each 
union reached the carriage containing 
the Mayor some one in the ranks 
would shout for “Three cheers!” One 
would be given, the next one would be 
very weak and the third could hardly 
be heard. More often the first would 
be the only one given. 

Severa!] days before the parade some 
of the unions passed resolutions de. 
claring a fine of $10 for any member 
becoming intoxicated during the 
parade. If this resolution is adhered 
to, many of the union treasuries must 
now be full to the bursting point. 

While as organizations the several 
labor unions are, according to their 
charters, not supposed to engage ia 
politics, many of those who paraded 
Monday wore a red button on which 
was a photograph of Mayor Schmitz, 
who is a candidate for reélection. 

In the afternoon the literary exer- 
cises of the Labor Council were held 
at Eintracht Hall and it was here that 
many an anarchistic speech was heard. 
The most striking address was de- 
livered by Andrew Furuseth, secretary 
ofthe Sailors’ Union. in which he ad- 
vised labor unionists to disregard court 
injunctions even if they went to jail for 
this defiance. He further explained 
that he had written out his views on 
court injunctions, because the courts 
had formulated a new commandment. 
“Thou shalt not speak,” and he 
wanted his utterances to be precise. 
He said that the Court of Star Cham- 
ber, in England, which was abolished 
by Parliament because of its abuse of 
power, acted as our judges are now do- 
ing. He made it plain that he con- 
sidered that judicial authority was 
misused by Judges here in enjoining 
labor unions from interfering with the 
business of a boycotted firm. He 
denied that the ownership of a store 
carried withyit the right to patronage 
or that the ownership of a factory 
carried with) it the right to labor to 
operate it. “We must protect our 
rights, even if we land in prison for 
contempt of court,” he added. 

FAVORS WIDE-OPEN TOWN. 

The labor element has shown its 
hand by nominating Eugene Schmitz 
as standard bearer for the coming elec. 
tion. It shows that the union element 
favors a wide-open town and a grafting 
administration, but there is a large 
doubt in the minds of the respectable 
citizens as to whether Schmitz wil! 
stand a chance of again handling the 
reins of the city’s government. One 
year ago his reélection might have 
been possible, but now that powerful 
organization, the Citizens’ Alilance 
looms up as 4 barrier to the intentions 
of the untoniatic gang. Im one short 
year Herbert George, the “Carpet Bag. 
ger from Colorado,” as he is familiarly 
termed by the rion crowd, has placed 
the Citizens’ Alliance on a footing 
where it can by concentrated action 
effectually stop the election of a dis- 
reputable candidate for the Mayoralty. 
That the unions are well aware of this 
is shown by the way they heaped abuse 
on Mr. George and his organization at 
their convention. During all the while 
that the unions and the cowardly press 
are shouting against Herbert George, 
that gentleman goes quietly about his 
business of defending the members of 
his association whenever the lawless 
unionists take a notion to work bard- 
ships upon the men who refuse to turn 

over the contro! of their affairs to the 
walking delegate.

LOSSES IN WAGES THROUGH 
STRIKES ARE LARGE. 


But They Do Not End There, 
Though the Walking Delegates and 
Officers of the Union Get Their Pay, 
Strike or No Strike—The Benefits 
of Freedom. 


“The Proclamation of Freedom,” 
over the signature of C. W. Post, pub- 
lished in last Sunday's issue, mus* 
have struck a responsive chord in the 
hearts of thousands of its readers, 
writes a correspondent of the Provi- 
dence (R. 1.) Journal. We non-union- 
ists have been kept too busy lately 
throwing up the cap and shouting 
hurrah to think what each so-called 
victory means to us. But now, if we 
are not altogether idiots, we muet 
stop and consider this niatter in all 
its bearings. A great proportion of us 
are not in any union, we get fair pay 
and are well treated. There is a mu- 
tual confidence between employer and 
employed, and many of us do not wish 
this to be broken by the obtrusion of 
this so-called “Unionism.” 

But unfortunately for us there are 
many who have been “carneyed” or 
bullied into joining unions, and these, 
when ordered by the walking dele- 
gates, bave gone on strike for real or 
fancied wrongs, and, after being out 


for weeks or months, have gained . 


more pay, or shorter working days, 
and there has been great jubilation. 
for a victory bas been gained. And 
we have rejoiced accordingly, and bav« 
not stopped to consider the extra cost 
to us for what this strike represented. 
For we must remember that the extra 
pay does not come out of the em- 
ployer's pocket, but out of ours. An! 
then, it does not stop with this, for 
each victory makes the unionisis 
more overbearing, and less inclined to 
do a fair day's work. 

And now in regard to the unionist. 
What does he gain? He goes out on 
strike, is out, say, four weeks. He cer- 
tainly loses considerable in wages, 
although he is helped by the funds 
subscribed by other branches not oa 


strike. But the money for necessa- 


ries provided while he was on strike 
has to be repaid when he gets to work 
again. This is a slow process, for. 
while he was loafing about, expensive 
habits were contracted. And of course 
when victory was proclaimed he had 
‘to celebrate somehow. and this cost« 
money. And in the meantime some 
other branch has gone on strike, and 
he has to pay his proportion to help 
the strikers. And when he comes to 
buy, he finds that everything has gone 
up in price or depreciated in value. 
But he must not grumble, for as « 
unionists he must support the union 
although he knows that by so doing 
he is paying the top price. But any- 
how. the cost of living expenses has 
gone up considerably, and at the end 
of the week he finds that even with 
his increased pay it is a bard matter 
to make ends meet. And if he stops 
to think he must come to the conclu- 
sion tha’ no more sympathy is to be 
expected from the non-unionist pub- 
lic. who have to pay the additional 
living expenses without deriving any 
additional pay. And so he has to stag- 
ger on, under bis load of debt, and 
hevies that must be paid: Not so the 
walking delegates and officers of the 
union, for they get their pay, strike 
or no strike. The only thing that 
they have to do is to keep the merry 
étrike ball a-rolling. for if there were 
no strikes there would be no work fo: 
them, and consquentily no pay. Right 
or wrong, they order men out, and, as 
unionists, the men have to obey, al- 
though the majority have no griev- 
ances.

WASHINGTON. 


Pernicious W ork of the Lobby 
Grows Serious, 


At Seat of Government to 
Fill Their Pockets. 


Methods for Misleading and 
Mulcting Workmen. 


A very serious evil, and one of in- 
creasingly great proportions, is found 
In the work of the corps of labor agi- 
tators who are now in Washington 


says the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Journal of Commerce. 
Most persons who have not followed 
Weshington affairs closely, and even 
some o° those who have done so, fail 
to appreciate the very great power 
wielded by these men and the increas. 
ing mischief that they succeed in 
doing. From year to year they are 
able to exert larger and larger power 
over legislation, and the result has 
been that a kind of labor bossism has 
grown up in Congress which is quite 
as injurious to legisiative independ 
ence as are the efforts of any of the 
so-called trusts or other capitalistic 
influences. In the case of those mem- 
bers who are unfortunate enough to 
come from districts where the labor 
vote is large, it often appears that 
legislators are obliged to defer almost 
absolutely to the whim of the Wash- 
ington labor agitator unless they ere 
willing to have the word passed 
around that they are “down on or: 
ganized labor” and thereby see their 
political destruction assured. 


The main source of the power of the 


; Washington labor agitator is found in 


the fact that the great body of men 
to whom he appeals are extremely ig- 
morant of all matters pertaining to 
legislation and particularly of condi- 
tions in the national capital.

this situation and preys upon it. 
Anotber circumstance which enables 
these labor leaders to attain their 
ends much more easily than would 
otherwise be the case is the fact that 
théir organizations are secret or sem!.- 
secret in character. This enables the 
agitators to do and say many things 


which they otherwise would not dare 
to do. For example, circular letters 
marked “private” are constantly 
being sent out to various chapters or 
lodges of the different organizations. 
In these circular letters the charge is 
often made that certain interests int- 
mical to labor have now established a 
strong lobby in Washington and are 
working for such and such an objeci 
with the idea of injuring workingmen. 
In order to oppose them, it is urge! 
that an equally strong lobhy is neces- 
sary. Of course, vote buying and va- 
rious coarse forms of bribery are usu- 
ally charged against the supposedly 
antagonistic interests, but the claim 
is ordinarily made by the labor lead- 
ers that all they want is to oppose 
such plans by the use of strictly legit. 
imate methods such as the sending 
out of circulars, the distribution of in- 
formation and so forth. A small con- 
tribution. it is ordinarily . 
will help along tremendously if it 
comes from a sufficient number of per- 
sons, or perhaps it may be remarked 
that “subscriptions” to some “labor 
publication” would answer equally 
well, this publication being usually 
edited and published by the “leader” 
who is stirring up the agitation.

This increase by no 
means indicates a growth in merit ou 
the part of persons at the head of 
lebor affairs in Washington. it sim 
ply means that a few years ago, when 
the labor organizations began ‘o hav 
regular Washington representatives, 
these men did not understand the 
methods to be employed in exerting 
“pressure” on Congressmen and oth- 
ers. Now they have learned by ex- 
perience, and they know pretty well 
what to do. Whenever a topic comes 
up in which it is supposed that 
“labor” has an interest, instructions 
as to what resolutions showll be 
pessed are sent out from Washington 
to the different local organizations, and 
such resolutions are promptly put 
through and returned to the appro- 
priate Congressman or Senator; or, if 
occasion demands, to the executire 
officer having to do with the matter 
in question.

markabie, though, is the caulifiower- 
growing district on northeastern Long 
island—a strip of country four miles 
wide and about thirty miles long, ex- 
tending from the little dip in the land 
called Baiting Hollow to where the 
hustling little town of Greenport lies 
between Long island Sound and the 
waters of its own deep harbor. 

This is probably the busiest and 
most prosperous truck-farming area in 
the country. An evidence of its pros- 
perity is the fact that it has two sav- 
ings banks with deposits of over §5,- 
000,000 each and three other State or 
hational banks with accounts of from 
$200,000 to half a million. The farm- 
ers are not at all like the unprosper- 
ous, struggling agriculturists of th 
old type. They are up-to-date persons 
who make a business of farming ana 
find it a good business. Some of them 
ride about the smooth Long Island 
roads in their own automobiles. They 
have a private telephone system with 
325 subscribers and a capitalization of 
$200,000. One can drive through the 
district from end to end without find- 
ing a single farm that has been al 
lowed to run down and go to seed. 

Last year the cauliflower crop this 
section amounted to about 180, bar- 
rels, and this year, according to the 
best estimates, it may come close to 
190,000 barrels, or, in round figures, 
5,700,000 heads. A barrel holdsefrom 
twenty-five to forty heads, according 
to whether the caulifiower is cut 
“long” or “short,” the length, of 
course, referring to the leaves. The 
object of allowing the leaves to re- 
main long is that it preserves the 
flower. The farmer receives from $1 
to $1.25 a barrel for the “long cut” and 
fifty cents more for the “short cut,” 
though at certain times in the season 
the “short cut” brings as much as $3 
a barrel. 

The Long Island caulifiower is 
shipped now as far west as Minneap- 
olis and as far south as New Orleans, 
and for the past few years the market 


— 


tropolis, with Ms millions of hungry 
mouths always crying to the country 
for more food to devour, is only about 
seventy miles away from this section 
by the Long Island Railroad. and 
affords an easy mariset for all garven 
crops. The city demands about 5000 
barrels a day, in season, or about 150,- 
000 heads. The hotels alone are great 
consumers; a single hotel, the Astor, 
requires 120 heads a day. 

It was about thirty years ago that 
one of the farmers in the district be- 


| ro been steadily growing. The me- 


good | gan to‘cultivate cauliflower. He found 


a ready market for it in the city, 
though at that time it was little known 
as an edible. The other farmers ob- 
srved that unusual prosperity was sniil- 
ing on their neighbor, and soon they 
began to plant cauliflower, until at the 
present time there are about 3000 acres 
of blue-leaved fields every year. This 
acreage would be greatly increased 
were it not for the fact that cauli- 
flower absorbs all the resources of the 
soll and cannot, as a rule, be grown 
with success in the same field in suc- 
cessive years. 

A few years ago most of the farm- 
ers formed themselves into a Cauli- 
flower Association. By doing so they 
found that they could ship their prod- 
act in carioad lots and make a corres- 
ponding saving ‘Yn freight charges. 
Now they load the cars themsecives 
and their agents in New York see to 
the unloading, and all the railroad has 
to do is haul them. The Association 
also purchases farm supplies for its 


big members tn bulk, thereby making a 


great saving. One illustration of the 
advantage of the Association is in the 
matter of seed. .Caulifiower seed is not 
produced in this country, seve at Puget 
Sound, and the Long Island farmers 
have paid as much as $8 an ounce for 
it. The Association imports the seed 
from Ehrfurt, Germany, and has suc- 
ceeded in reducing the price, in a few 
years, from $32 to $20 a pound. An 
ounce will produce about 1500 plants 
apd the Association purchases 150 
pounds a year. ; 

The plants are set out by little hand 
machines between July 15 and August 
1. Soon after the “head” appears, the 
long, blue leaves are tied up aboct 
it, to keep it white and prevent it from 
being sunburned, and thus the cauli- 
flower stands, like a child with the 
mumps, until it is eut for shipment. 
The farmers begin to ship soon after 
August sets in and continue until 
Thanksgiving. 

Investigation of the returns from 


‘|caulifiower growing explains how the 


farmers become opulent enough to own 


automobiles. August Lewin of Bait- | 


ing Hollow, one of the cauliflower 
ploneers, last year had twelve acres of 
caulifiower, from which he realized a 
net profit of $300 an acre. E. E. Prince, 
another farmer, made $425 clear from 
an acre and a quarter set out in cauli- 
flower—a sum considerably above the 
price of the land. These are large re- 
turns, And of course the farmers have 
other paying crops. The potato acre- 
age of the section is four times the 
caulifiower acreage, and it is the great- 
est potato district In the country. 

A rich, brown, loamy soil, in which 
traces of nitrates have been discov- 
ered, with splendid drainage is prob- 
ably in large measure accountable for 
the success of the Long Island cauli- 
flower crop. Many farmers continue to 
immigrate to the section, and not the 
least impressive thing in the district,

stances prescribed in the very elabor- 
ate statute which governs that compli- 
cated subject in this country. 

Business Methods for China. 

Censul Claud, of Hangchow, writes: 
There are large lines of goods, such as 
notions, toys, kerosene lamps, straw 
hata. clocks, watches, garden tools, 
shoes, rubbers, patent medicines, ko- 
daks, photographic supplies, cheap 
motorboats, soap, towels, tinned pro- 
visions, etc., that would find a large 
market here, if these various articles 
could be placed directly before the peo- 
ple by live, up-to-date salesmen, and 
then followed by persistent and intell!i- 
gent advertising. But the present prac- 
tice of American firms of sending out 
catalogues in English to the various 
consulates, with the idea that they will 
reap a rich harvest, is as foolish as it 
is expensive. Not one Chinese in 10- 
000 can read English, and if he could, 
would not understand what it was al!

The 
Chinese for the most part are coming 
to appreciate foreign-made goods, and 
are only waiting to be shown what a 
given article is made for and how it 
will add to their comfort and conven!- 
ence. For foreign firms to depend on 
elegantly printed and embossed cata- 
logues in the English la 
eure trade in China is to follow a 
policy based on utter misapprehen- 
sions as to the requirements of trade 
in China. The opportunities are here, 
and the firm or firms willing to apend 
afew thousand dollars in putting 
agents out among the Chinese to show 
their wares and mix with the people, 
and who, too, are willing to make a 
class of articles especially adapted to 
the needs of the Chinese, are the ones 
that will reap rich harvests in the next 
fow years. 

British Advice on China. 

H. H. Fox, of the British consular 
service in China, is visiting the large 
manufacturing centers of Great Brit- 
ain, and talking with the manufac- 
turers on conditions in* China. At a 
recent meeting of the Leeds Chamber 
of Commerce Mr. Fox stated that 
British manufacturers had to face’ tho 
competition of several nationalites ir 
the Chinese Empire, and when the war 
in the Far East was over their most 
formidable rivals would be the Jara- 
nese. They were opening commerciai 
houses and sending travelers through- 
out the country. Americans were open- 
ing up a big trade on the Pacific Coast 
with Shdnghai, while the Germans

launchi The forty-nine vessels ag- 
gregate 217,195 gross tons. Most of 
them are of recent construction, nine 
teen having been built in the years 
1900 to 1905. They ply on four routes, 
all starting from Hamburg, connecting 
the latter port with the La Plata States 
and Brazil. Germany's flourishing ex- 
port trade to SouthrAmerica, itis be 
Heved, is mainly due to this direct and 
prompt transportation service. In a 
letters furnishing the foregoing in- 
formation, Consul Guenther of Frank- 
fort, Germany. says that an English 
journal, speaking on the service, quotes 
the following from an American mer- 
chant in Buenos Ayres: 

“We here bave no parcels post conpnec- 
tion with the United States, lacking 
which my firm is obliged to order every 
year many thousand dollars worth of 
goods from Europe which I would pro- 
fer to get from home. We even have 
no regular mail! service with the United 
States. Reply letters from there take 
three months ere they reach “s bere, 
whereas letters from Europe consume 
only a fortnight in getting here. 
Steamers from the United States al- 
ways contain petroleum in their cargo, 
and for that reason are not allowed to 
enter the inner harbor, but are obliqed 
to discharze their freight on lighters, 
which canees delay and inconvenience. 
Uoods arriving from Burope can be uls- 
posed of within five days while goods 
from New York require four woeks cf- 
ter their arrival here before we can (dis- 
pose of them. That this condition 
handicaps trade with the United States 
needs no further demonstration.” 


RENTING HENS. 


An Extraordinary industry in Sacra- 
mento Valley. 

You may have heard of the Maywood 
Colony in California, writes a contri- 
butor to Jesiie’s Weekly. It was 
founded by Warren N. Woodson, whe 
is still ite proprietor, and is situated in 
the Sacramento Valley, north of the 
city of Sacramento, and on the line cf 
the Southern Pacific Railroad that runs 
between San Francisco and Portland. 
In this colony and the town of Corning, 
which is the center, 3000 people are liv- 
ing among the orchards and vineyards 
that cover 30,000 acres of land, and on 
which are more than one million fruit- 
trees-—-peaches, pears, oranges, apri- 
cots, prunes, figs, almonds, olives and 
others. The Maywood Poultry Farm, 
the organization which is conducting 
the hen-renting enterprise, is one of the 
features of the Mayweod Colony. This 
Farm has only recently begun opera- 
tions, and it now ownmabsolutely 10,- 
000 hens. This mumber is to be in- 
creased until there are 100,000, making 
this by far the largest poultry farm in 
the world All the birds of the Farm 
are pure-blood Leghorns, with white 
feathers and vivid combs, and they are 
the “white slaves” of the colony. The 
Farm rents these hens in lots of 500 or 
1000, or in multiples of 1000 to the 
colonists, under conditions which make 
it possible for the new arrival at May- 
wood to begin at once to receive a 
regular income from the chickens 
which belong to the Farm, the amount

The new 
colonist at once began to get results 
from the hens. Every day he sells the 
fresh eaeas, through a selling system 
which is a part of the general pian of 
the Farm. The rent which he pays for 
the laying Leghorns is four cents out 
of each dozen eggs which he sells. His 
experience shows that each hen will 
earn, net, $1.00 a year, so that his profit 
for the thousand averages $1000. Aside

Manufacture of Building Stone. 

An industry that promises to become 
an important factor in building lines in 
Santa Barbara, says the Press of that 
city, is that of the Red Rock Road com- 
pany, recently organized for the pur- 
pose of developing the vast deposits of 
red conglomerate lying along the base 
of the Santa Ynez range in a number of 
available localities. This company has 
igased from the Santa Barbara Water 
Company a large tract of land near the 
head of Mission Canog, on which there 
is an inexhaustible supply of material.

Hill of the Great Northern sent word 
that there was “absolutely nothing to 
arbitrate with men who go out with- 
out notice.” 

This implies that, whatever th 
grievance or the demands, no rational 
effort was made by the men or the'r 
union to have the matter adjusted. 
There was a sudden Strike “without 
notice” for the very purpose of inter- 
rupting traffic by making the regular 
and safe operation of trains impose- 
sible. This is an outrage which ought 
not to be tolerated in such a quasi- 
public service as railroading or the 
telegraph operating connected with it. 
There should be some legal method of 
dealing with such disputes, compul- 
sory to the extent of requiring some 
rational submission of the matter for 
adjustment and providing penalties, 
for ordering a strike before a formal 
decision was rendered. That this 
strike in the Northwest was without 
justification is proved by the fact that 
almost immediately the men wh 
were ordered out began to go back, 
until the spperintendent could an- 


nounce that 90 per cent. of them were 
in their. places on the Great Northern. 
They were bound by their union rules 
to obey the order to strike, but it is 


evident that most of them did it re- 
luctantly. 

This shows once more that serious 
labor troubles, most strikes of wide 
extent, come from the arbitrary and 
despotic action of leaders, who are 
not themselves at work, and who 
exercise a tremendous responsibility 
without any of the wisdom that 
should go with it. Here is an execu 
tive committee of iron workers at 
Cleveland, O., which, on account of a 
patty local matter at New Haven, 
Ct.. having no merit in itself, has 
ordered a strike of thousands of men 
in different parts of the country, and 
is threatening to extend it to thous- 
ands more who have no concern wit: 
the matter at New Haven. There can 
be no arbitration in a case like this, 
and ell the employing corporations 
have to do is to hold their ground 
until the men assert their independ- 
ence of such despotism and go back 
to work. Every strike on a large scaic 
in the last two years has been an ex- 
hibition. of folly, but unfortunately 
the penalty cannot be confined to the 
fools. Little progress can be made 
with arbitration until a different 
spirit is shown and it is accepted in 
good faith as a means of avoiding 
strikes and not appealed to as 4 
means of getting out of them wher

The artistic principles laid down 
iby ite masters of hundreds of years 
nee are today receiving reverent recog- 
inition from the world. And not alone 
‘the artist and the soldier are looking 
‘te this little island empire for example: 
‘Btudents of psychology, students of 
ethics, students of economics are find- 
ing material that well repays inveesti- 
gation. While there can be little doubt 
that the present spirit of extravagant 
aamiration of the nation will have its 
corresponding time of depreciation, 
nevertheless it is not to be denied that 
the other nations and peoples of the 
earth may learn much that will be for 
their improvement from the Japanere. 
' The book which we have at present 
wnder review t« timely-—for it le a sane 
wiew of the people and their institu- 
tione expressed by one who, by a five 
year’s residence among the people, had 
ample opportunity for acrurate and 
observation. The plan of the 
work includes two objects: One of 
these is to tell, as simply ae may be, 
the hiatory of the people: the other is 
to give a fairly detailed account of the 
educational development of the nation 
and development that has been re- 
markable, that has been, we may ven- 
ture te say, unique. The volume is 
Givided into three books, dealing re- 
spectively with the early culture, the 
adolescence and: the modern schoo! 
Gaye of the country. The @ret period 
extends from the time of the faintest 
whispers of tradition to the sixth cen- 
tury of the Christian era, when Japan 
came under the influence of the civili- 
gation of China. The second book 
treate of the period that began with 
this Chinese culture and ended with 
the turning of the people for their 
ig of civilization to the West In 
the middie of the nineteenth century.

The intellect 
must not only be alert and thorough, 
but it must also be sincere. The will 
must not only learn self-control, it 
must also learn self-reverence. The 
two cancers at the core of the Japa- 
nese character are deepest dishonesty 
and abandoned impurity; either would 
be sufficient to wreck the life of any 
nation.”

We read this handful of poems and 
the book dropped, unheeded, while we 
called to enemory'’s stage another poet. 
The scene is a drinking place in Paris: 
the air reeks with the odor of foul 
breaths, with the fumes of poisonous 
liquors; there is the sound of drunken 
laughter, of obecenme song, of the threat- 
ening mutterings of those whom hun- 
ger and drink and ecant cover against 
the winter’s-cold have made nre’an- 
cholic. And there at a tabie, the com- 
panion of the lowest and vilest, sprawls 
the mad poet. From hie distorted brain 
have been born white songs, jewel- 
crusted with -exquisite beauty of 
phrase and metaphor, sweet-scented 
with holy thoughts: And that same 
intellect has fathered children foul and 
misshapen, loathsome with the corrup- 
tion of immortality, clothed with the 
scariet rags Of base passions. 

Have we, in Dowson, another Villon? 
Him, too, we might have found in the 
dives, thé low taverns, the haunte of 
the wretched and the criminal. The 
introduction to thie book gives little 
roomn for the play of the imagination. 
Mr. Symons has not sought to picture 
the author other than he was; he has 
told us frankly of his life. But we are 
the judges. Shall we count the man or 
hia work? Shall we not rather leave 
the j ent to a wiser Tribunal, that 
ehall take Into account both the man 
and his work. Degenerate we may des- 
ignate him, since this is a convenient 
term, describing a type; more we,shal! 
not venture. But to answer our ques- 
tion, How nearly does this poet corre- 
spond to Villon? Certainly he ia not 
the equal of the bailad-maker; hit ge- 
nius reaches neither’to so terrifying 
depths nor to so entrancing heights. 
And yet the two men have the same 
quality of flavor; may be judged by 
nearly the same standards. 

Dowson is pre@minentiy the poet of 
pathos, the poet of soul weariness, the 
singer of those whose_sins are bitter, 
but who cannot loose their bonds.

BEWTHOVEN. A CHARACTER #Tt 


DY, To- 
ORTHE WITK WAGNER'S INDEBTED- 
NESS TO BEETHOVEN. By George Ales- 
ander Fiecher. Dodd, & New 


Beethoven may well be called the 


one perfect musician. He alote minis- 
terg_at once to man’s highest nature, 
stimulates and encourages his intellect, 
demands the closest application of the 
reason and appreciation, and at the 
same time satisfies the emotions and 
the senses. And as this master stands 
high above all others, so he is unique. 
None have approached and none have 


= 


traveled the same road. Of him and his 
work there have been written scores of 
books, but the last word is yet to be 
said; the man in his entirety, in al) his 
relations, has not yet been seen. The 
work before us is, however, a valuable 
contribution to the literature upon the 
Subject. It is a character study in 
which the author has made it evident 
that the musician cannot be separated 
from the man; that which Beethoven 
was, Was expressed in his composition, 
and his music, in turn, had its effect 
upon the character of the man. 

The treatment of the subject is not 
new. There is the usual telling of the 
facts concerning the early life of the 
musician in a chapter entitled “Barly 
Promise” and in that called “The 
Morning of Life” there is given the 
Story of those years of study which 
preceded the setting forth upon the 
new and untried path which Beethoven 
early recognized as his road. Then 
comes the story of the production of 


the first.great work produced after the 


decision of Beethoven to “give his ge- 
nius full play, to obey its every man- 
date, to allow no obstacle to come in 
the way of its fullest development.” 
This was the Third Symphony, - that 
which is sometimes called the greatest 
of all hig composiitons and which he 
So earnestly desired to dedicate to Na- 


poleon. It is said, indeed, that the 


composer, who was an ardent advocate 
of the rights of the masses although 
himself the recipient of the favors of 
the nobility, had already prepared the 
manuscript of the score for transmis- 
sion to Paris when there came to him 
the news that Napoleon had been de- 
clared Emperor. Beethoven's rage was 
unbounded. He tore off the coverings» 
of the manuscript, exclaimifig: “The 
man will become a tyrant and trample 
all human rights under foot. He is no 
more than an ordinary man!" 

The year 1805 saw the master at 
at work upan the score of Fidelio, that 
opera which certainly cannot be said 
to do credit to the musician and which 
he wrote chiefly at the instigation of 
the manager of the theater, An der 
Wein, and because it was the fashion 
of the day. The author injects at this 
point in his narrative a chapter upon 
the “Eternal Feminine,” although such 
a chapter might with equa! fitness have 
been introduced at any other time in 
the life of the musician, for the loves 
of Beethoven were many. They were 
not absorbing, however, and were at no 
time, permitted to interfere with his 
vocation. 

Fisher follows Beethoven through his 
life, showing him at different stages 
of his career, pointing out the effect 
of his environment upon his character 
and giving the time and circumstances 
of the composition of his more impor- 
tant works as well as noting their sig- 
nificance in the life of the man. Inter- 
esting chapters are those upon the ca- 
pacity for friendship, the day's trials 
and in the shadows. And finally we 
have an estimate of the value of Beet. 
hoven to the world, both as a man 
and a musician. And the conclusion of 
the author is: “He (Beethoven) saw the 
necessity of religion. ... The ex- 
pression of the religious sentiment ts 
his effort at propitiation, and in his 
one resource. This is the point of view 
on which Beethoven projected § the 
grand masse. It is what governed his 
life. An inner pressure ited him to 
choose a life of self-abnegation and rec- 
titude. He saw through and over and 
beyond the Illusions and the allure- 
ments of the senses, and so was enabled 
to live entirely with the moral order 
of the world, in an age, and among a 
people largely given over to the pur- 
suit of pleasure.” — L. F. R.

By London. 
THE GAME. By Jack London. The Macmil- 
lan Company, New York. 

Essentially a short story, this. The 
plot is simple, the characters few, the 
action rapid. The book hag been ad- 
versely criticised, denominated an un- 
necessary exposition of a pruta! spert— 
for “the game” is prize fighting. And 
we would not say thar the story will 
find a ready welcome in the soft bou- 
doirs of gentile ladies, those who choose 
to walk through life with daintily shod 
feet and lifted skirts, avoiding the 
rough places, shielded from sun and 
storm alike. But the book is whoele- 
pome, clean, full of that sense of life 
which we have not expected without 
fulfillment from this author. Read in 
the right spirit it cannot fall to in- 
still into one an increased respect for 
the body and to emphasize the close 
relation of a clean and healthy mind 
and soul to physical strength and 


beauty. It is another preaching of 


the gospel of right living and pure 
thinking. 

But we would warn our readers that 
the story is a tragedy. It is a tragedy 
of the kind that because of ite reallaem 
comes ot us with a particularly painful 


intenseness. and leaves us with a sense 


of trouble. We wish, indeed, that the 
author had seen fit to end the book dif- 


ferentliy—we are like children who 


must have the conventional “and they 
lived happy ever after” for the prov- 
ince of fiction is not to add to the bur- 
dens of humanity, but to its pleas- 
ures.

A Tragedy. 

AFTER THI DIVORCE. Py Grasia Deledda, 
Translated, from the Itallan by Maria Horner

The author calis this a romance; 

but a romance ghould have the lighter 
elements of fictional literature in its 
composition. Ite tragedy must be of 
the robust kind; its bloodshed must be 
that which flows in battle and mur- 
der and duel; its sentiment must be 
of the mature that prepares for sud- 
den dashes over lonely roads, for lusty 
love-making and the prize to the 
strongest and most daring. But in 
this story, although the plot is one 
that includes many incidents, the trag- 
edy is somber, the suffering is of the 
eoul rather than of the more easily 
healed body. 

The story is unpleasant, pervaded 
with bitterness, dyed by pessimism. 
The tone may be gathered from the 
quotation which the author has put 
upon the tittle page: “And they shal! 
“ourge him and put him to death: 
they understood none of 
these things.” That the here-—lf you 
will--of Unie tale ls a peasant, orant, 
slow of wit, superstitious, hardly able, 
one might think, to comprehend the 
herrors of his situation. but adds to 
the darkness of the tale. The man 
condemned to imprisonment, separated 
from his new wife and his new-born 
child, ill, suffers with an intensity of 
rain. The purpose of the author has 
been to make the reader understand 
that suffering, to follow the life of the 
prisoner day by day, to see his soul 
“writhe and agonize. The effort has 
been successful. 

The book has force, undoubtedly: it 
has much of the strength that charac- 
terizes many of the Russian novels of 
the day. The author has the same 
power of vivid description, of infusing 
red bleed into the veins of the charac- 
ters and making them piay thelr parts 
before the reader. But the story is 
marred by the note of pessimism that 
ie characteristic, also, of the vast body 
of Russian fiction. Life is seen in its 
bareness, its dullness, the laws of na- 
ture are exploited in their inexorable- 
ness, and tragedy, rather than happi- 
ness, is dwelt upon. And always, as 
when books that emphasize the darkér 
phases of life are thought upon, there 
comes the question: Would the writ- 
ing better be left undene? A. C. T.

PARISIAN SUNDAYS IN SUMMER. 

For a creature born in a city, the 
Parisian has a most delightful fond- 
ness for out-of-doors. On holidays 
the city is deserted. The shops ire 
closed as though were an American 
Sunday. The ways of the country are 
thronged. The little Seine fleet car- 
ries the crowds to river points, aad 
steam railways, tram and carriage ‘ake 
the rest of the population to suburbs 
and near-by resorts. And the people 
who cannot possibly get out of the 
city go to the gardens and parks, and 
take their pleasure quietly, even as the 
Englishman takes his seriously. To 
me, the lack of music at Parisian fetes 
has always been a disappointment. 
Nothing out-of-doors goes in America 
without torrents of band music. in 
Gay Paree, a band from one or an- 
other regiment plays at stated days— 
not every day. but about as often as 
we have band concerts in Pasadena, at 
one or another garden. There are 
chairs for all who wish to pay fifteen 
or twenty centimes—three or four 
cents, according to the luxury of the 
seat—and the programme of the cor- 
cert is invariably five numbers. it 
lasts just an hour, from 5 to 6 o'clock. 
Sometimes it is a very good band 
Sometimes it is a most excellent 
band. And once, I know, it was juet 
plain “bum.” I think it was made up 
on that occasion of new recruits—an¢ 
the band master was a homesick cun- 
script aimeself. As a rule. the muaic 
by the regimental organizations in the 
public gardens is good. 

The French people do not depend on 
the music for their enjoyment. They 
are happy as children just to be out-of- 
doors. Four years ago I spent a Sun- 
day at Versailles. (France, not Indi- 
ana.) There were about thirty-five 
thousand people there that day. Happy. 
quiet, content, clinging to the last 
minute of daylight in their enjoyment 
of wood and lake and fountains. And 
I didn’t hear a brass band bray all day. 
And there wasn't a shout. Nor any 
singing. The talk was never loud, and 
the laughter such as you might hear 
in your home. Thirty-five thousand 
people. And I don't know how you 
could have a quieter Sunday. And ' 
don’t know where you could get «4 
quieter multitude together. On a iz 
cent Sunday afternoon, we drove oul to 
the Boise de Boulogne. You know as 
much about that as I do. It is a park 
of about twenty-three hundred acres 
just outside the fortifications of Paris. 
It was long an evil resort. a lurking 
place of robbers and a ground for 
duels. It was presented to the muni- 
cipality of Paris by the state in 1532, 
and the city made it the beautiful park 
it ie today, It cost over a million Jol- 
lars to do it but Hh was worth .he 
outlay. Well. this second Parisien 
Sunday was like unto the other. Peo- 
ple were out im families. On hoil 
days the French family is compos4 
entirely of children—smal! and growr.

The 
Clapton populace mobbed him and oe- 
fore the store of éxecration he fled to 
the “Abode eof Love '—the beautt*l 
retreat of the elect established by the 
founder of the sect, Brother Prince, at 
Spaxton, in Somerseteshire. It lies 
amid a emiling land of green fields end 
shady trees. Walle twelve feet hig, 
fringed with broken glass and trun 
spikes, screen the grounds from ob- 
servation and keep skeptics at bay. The 
house is a country mansion, fair and 
spacious and beautifully furnished, for 
it is not part of the Agapemonites’ 
creed that earthly perfection ts at- 
tained by the pPactice of asceticiqe . 
Adjoining the house, and at right an- 
gies to it is the CBapel where stra:.ge 
rites are performed and the reinca - 
nated Messiah worshiped.

BEAUTIFYING MANILA. 


MARVELOUS AMOUNT OF WoRK DONE 


UNDER AMERICAN DIRECTION. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


ANILA, July, 1905.—The first thing the Americans 
did after they marched their troops into the 
city of Manila was to organize a customhouse. 
Before the ‘end of the first week the receipts from this 
source amounted to more than $100,000. The postoffice 
was opened the second day after occupation. During 
the seven years since our forces took possession of this 
musty, ancient capital, there has been no cessation in 
the work of organizing and renovating. 
While our political leaders have engaged in much 
discugsion over the question of retaining or relinquish- 


ther expenditure of $600,000 or $700,000. It is expected 
that the former will be completed within a year and 
the latter inside of eighteen months. 

Street Cars are Popular. 


Ground wae broken for the Manila Electric Street 
Railway in December, 1903, and the cars began running 
last April. The system includes forty miles of track. 
The farthest point reached outside the city limits is 
three and a half miles, but this will likely be extended 
in the near future to about twice that distance. Al- 
though the construction was performed by labor which 
had never seen any such material before, the work was 
completed on schedule time. The problem of securing 
operators was solved by finding six army men who had 
been motormen in the United States. They drilled

Fine Harbor for Manila. ; 

The most important work has been that of improving 
the harbor of Manila. Formerly the anchorage in the 
bay was so shallow that ships had to remain over a 
During portions of the year, when 
typhoons and monsoons were frequent, vessels often 
had to remain here for two or three weeks before they 
could discharge or receive cafgo. The Americans have 
Wredged 350 acres to a depth of thirty feet, and have 
completed 11,000 feet of breakwater. 

The mud obtained from deepening the harbor was 
utilized in making a tract of new land which is 190 acres 
im extent. This is larger than the old walled city of 
Manile, a triangular area three-fourths of a mile long 
and a third of a mile wide. This redeemed land ie lo- 
cated in front of the park and driveway called the 
Laneta, and will be devoted to commercial purposes, 
affording a site for warehouses, office buildings, etc. 

The sediment procured from the dredging yet to be 
done will be uged for making @ thirty-six-acre extension 
to the Luneta and to complete a driveway along the 
city front, a distance of about two miles. The un- 
sightly Wisease-breeding moats encircling the walled 
city are also being filled in. Included in the grand 
echeme of improvement is the erection of a modern, 
steel-frame hotel on the Luneta. Nearly $5,000,000 wil) 
bave been spent on the harbor improvements in Manila 
when the extensive plans are finished. With a year of 
fair weather the wharves, warebouses, etc. will be 
completed so that the largest Ships can find ready and 
safe accommodations.

The manager of this 
compeny told me-that they were now putting up 800 
miles of wire which would carry sufficient power for 
600 city arcs and 60,000 commercial incandescents, as 
well as several thousand desk fans, ceiling fans, motors, 
etc. The installation of the combined street car and 
electric light plant will cost about $3,000,000, the most 
of which was furnished by parties in New York, Pitts- 
burgh and Detroit. 


Best Ice Plant in Orient. 


Manila has the largest and most complete ice and 
cold storage plant in the Orient. It was constructed by 
the government and is worth upward of a million dol- 
lars, having a capacity of seventy-one tons daily. It 
was built to supply the needs of the army, where the 
allowance for each man is reckoned on the basis of a 
pound a day. It ie estimated that the average civilian 
requires five pounds a day, Dut even at this rate it is 
easy to see that as the army gradually withdrawn, 
and the capacity of the plant ditected toward meeting 
the requirements of the civilian population, it will be 
practically able to fill the demand. The cold storage 
department has eleven rooms with a capacity of 450,000 
cuble feet. This is sufficient space to accommodate 
300,000 quarters of beef. The plant is now about half 
filled with fresh meat from Australia for the use of the 
army.

Its INDIAN TRADITION; ITs CuRIs- 
TENING; ITS PRESENT BEAUTY.

OBODY is miore fond, more proud of the home 
farm of his own State than a Californian. But we 
| muét be neighborly, once in awhile, and this summer 
not a few of us have climbed the fence into the north 
pasture to gossip over the world’s crops of a7b, science 
and mechanics, on Oregon's vine-hung porch, the pretty 
grounds of the Portiand Fair.

California is cosmopolitan not only in fits population. 
but also fn its geographical names. Indians, Spaniards, 
Russiane, Frenchmen, Englishmen, have all left 
their finger marks upon the nomenciature of the State. 
An early party of Russians traveling through California 
from North to South—but not with Pullman comforts 
we are enjoying on our trip—left many Russian names 
trailing behind them. The beautiful mountain under dis- 
cussion they christened Tcheste, meaning white, pure. 
chaste. The final “e”’ was subsequently changed into “a.” 
Our straightforward American tongue offers no apology 
for the pioneers calmly writing the name Chasta, and we 
think our sensible American ear readily forgives the 
final change to Shasta. 

Like the snows melting from ite sides, the name of 
Shasta trickled down from the mountain to the sur- 
rounding country. When county lines first criss-crossed 
the State, the county in which the mountain stood was 
naturally ealled Shasta county, but later this large county 
was divided, and the present Shasta county has broken 
loose from ite moorings, and amusingly enough, Mt. 
Shasta, from which it was originally named, is now in 
Siskiyou county. 

Mt. Shagta was once a volcano. In the winter of 1889- 
00, an avalanche of snow thundered down from the sum- 
mit, terrifying everyone for miles around with the panic 
rumor of a coming eruption, not so laughable a mistake, 
when we remember that the mountain has severa! crat- 
ers, and that sometimes sleeping dogs wake up with a 
sudden bark. On its highest peak are still hot springs, 
while lower down there is quite a collection of little 
ones, the largest only three feet across, temperature 100 
Gees., the water impregnated with sulphur. 

For a long time the ciimbing of Mt. Shasta, was con- 
sidered too hazardous an undertaking, but now many a

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Here are some facts and figures relative to the hen's 
egg which may not be without interest to the studen: 
of poultry possibilities. Its average length is two and 
twenty-seven hundredths inches, its average 
Wiameter at the broad end one and seventy- 
two hundredths inches, and it weighs about one- 
eighth of a pound. The gpullets’ are smaller than those 
of old hens. The shell constitutes about 11 per cent., 
the yolk 32 per cent. and the white 57 per cent. of the 
total egg. Chemically speaking, an egg consists of two 
nutrients—protein and fat—together with some water 
and a small quantity of mineral matter. Popular belief 
to the contrary, there is no difference in the nutritive 
qualities of eggs with dark shells and those with ligh'. 
Their flavor is affected by the food of the fowl, for good 
or for evil. Exhaustive experiments by well-equipped 
investigators prove that the egg deserves its reputation 
as an easily assimilated and highly nutritious food, if 
eaten raw or lightly cooked. Such experiménts alsy 
show that eggs at 12 cents per dozen are a cheap source 
of nutrients; at 16 cents, somewhat expensive, and at 
25 cents and over, highly extravagant. The basis of 
comparison was the market prices of standard flesh 
foods considered in relation to their nutritive elements. 
But there is a physiological constituent of eggs which 
is of great value, yet it defies the search of the scientist 
or the inquisition of the statistician. and that is their 
palatability. Uniess a food, however rich in proteins, 
is relished, it loses much of its value, while, per contra, 
a less chemically desirable food that is enjoyed becomes 
valuable by reason of that fact.—[(Franklin Forbes, in 
Success Magazine.

L ONDON, Aug. 19.—That noble body of hereditary leg- 


_. islators, the House of Lords, has become jealous of

The present Biack Rod is Admiral Sir Henry Stephen- 
son, a hale and hearty tar of sixty-three on the retired 
list. For the sake of the pay that goes with the billet 
—$10,000 a year—he has consented to play the role of an 
exalted flunky in knee breeches, silk stockings, silver 
buckled shoes and a spiked coat. He was appointed to 


Apparently he has given offense by exer- 
cising the patronage of his office to supply some old 
messmates with snug jobs. 

In American political life there is no “cinch” com- 
parable with that enjoyed by Black Rod. In addition 
to his salary, which exceeds that of a cabinet minister 
at Washington, he is given, rent free, a fine suite of 
apartments in the House of Lords. As the appointment 
belongs to the crown he is not liable to be ousted by 
changes of administration. It carries with it high so- 


by a silver crown. It is nothing like such a gorgeous 
affair as the mace, the emblem of authority of the 
House of Commons, which is borne by the sergeant- 
at-arms, but there is compensation for that as it is 
much more easily carried. 

When Parliament is assembled or prorogued it is he 
who welivers the royal message “commanding” the 
Commons to follow him to the Presence. As he stalks 
through the long corridor Which separates the Gilded 
Chamber from the Lower House the lobbies ring with 
the cry of “Hats off, strangers!” and any denizen of 
the outside world who chances to de strolling around 
must pay him this much homage. But when he reaches 
the entrance to the House of Commons time-honored 
custom requires that he should submit to a snubbing. 
The sergeant-at-arme slams the door in his face and 
bolts it. In this way the Commons are supposed to 
assert and maintain their independence of the Lords and 
ecntempt for their hireling minions. Nobody knows 
just what awful thing would happen if this ceremony 
were omitted. In a chastened spirit Black Rod knocks 
humbly at the bolted door three times. Then a liti'e 
wicket gate is opened and through it he states his 
business and is admitted. 

It was perhaps because the gallant admiral was so 
unaccustomed to having a door slammed in his face 
that when he was first subjected to this treatment he 
was 6o flustered that he entirely forgot the little mes- 

in precisely the same ‘anguage that had 
been used for centuries—which he had been entrusted to 
deliver to the speaker. Fortunately there were those 
around who knew it by heart, and prompted by them, he 
succeeded in discharging the chief duty for which he is 
paid $10,000 a year. 

Powerful as he is in his own domain of the House of 
Lords, Black Rod has had to fight for his position when 
the speaker and his mace have offered him battle. A 
notable instance occurred when the Commons went to 
the Lords to demand. justice on Dr. Sacheverill. the 
famous political preaciier, in 1710. As the mace her- 
alded Speaker Onslow into the Lords, Black Rod inter- 
posed his wand, whereupon the Speaker exclaimed, “If 
“you do not immediately take away your Olack rod I 
will return to the House of Commons.” Unnerved by 
this awful threat the wielder of the rod gave way, to 
pluck up courage at a later stage when the Speaker 
was approaching the bar. Again the voice of the Com- 
mons thundered forth, “My lords, if you do not imme- 
Wiately order your Black Rod to go away, I shall return 
to the House of Commons.” The Speaker again hal 
his wish, but the scene was not yet over, for when 
the prisoner was brought to the bar, Black Rod placed 
him on the right hand of the Speaker, who loudly pro- 
tested that if the prisoner was not placed on his left 
at a considerable distance, he would once more return 
to the House of Commons. Again the awful threat pre- 
vailed. The wish of the Speaker was granted by the 
scared peers, who straightway pronounced doom upon 
the erring doctor. 

Things have long run more smoothly between the 
two houses, but that deep-rooted English conservatism 
which finds expression in its Parliamentary procedure in- { 
sists on retaining the forms and traditions of earlier 
differences. The office of Black Rod is only one of the 
many picturesque archaic survivals for which British 
taxpayers pay a big price without a murmur. It illus- 
trates some of the singular anomalies of the British 
legislature that. the House of Lords, which, in the exer- 
cise of its legal rights, has frequently wrecked measures 
framed in response to the mandate of the nation, should 
express a doubt whether it is “legally competent” to 


its most august functionary of the Gentleman Usher | 
of the Black Rod.

| HAT has Germany to make her great and pros- 


pectively greater? The area of the German Em- 
¥ pire is 208,830 square miles, about the same as 
that of France, but Germany has @ population of over 
58,000,000, or 20,000,000 more than France. Saxony is 
the most densely populated portion of Europe with nearly 
one human being for every acre in the kingdom. There 
is comparatively little waste land in Germany. There 
are some low, wet lands, elong the rivers and many fine 
mountain ranges, but nearly al) these are put to some use. 
The forests of Germany are taken great care of and the 
wooded area is scrupulously maintained. A tree is sel- 
dom cut down without planting another in its place. 
There are few things in which this intelligent people 


manifest greater wisdom than ip tne preservation of the 
In the merchant marines of the world,Germany stands 
second, only Great Britain leading her, and Germany is 
algo second in the character of her ships. For with 
only a little over 900 wooden vessels of a little more 
than one-half million tons carrying capacity, there are 
more than 1000 German steamers of nearly 3,000, 
000 tons. Moreover this German merchant marine is 
nearly all of very recent date. These steamers are of 
the latest types and greatest efficiency, carrying the Ger- 


bor on the globe. Furthermore, there 
great additions being made to this fleet year by year. 

In the raflroad mileage of the world, Germany stands 
next to us, and that means second among the nations. 
There are about 34,000 miles of railroad in the empire. 
These roads belong to the state. As bearing on the mat- 
ter of science and industry it is interesting to note that 
railroading is part of the regular course of the Technical 
High School at Berlin. 

In the production of coal, which is at present the 
truest Index of industry and activity, Germany stands 
third among the nations, with a production of over 269,- 
000,000 tons a year; first as an importer with 15,000,000 
tons a year, and also first as an exporter with 19,000,000 
tons. When it comes to area of coal lands, Germany 
stands low on the list. having less than 1800 square 


miles of ascertained coal fields out of 500,000 square 
miles on the face of the globe. Such an enormoue pro- 
duction from 6o smal! an area is not ring for the 
future industries of the empire. But no ioubt more aad 
more use will be made of electric power in Germany 
year by year, the magnificent streams of .he country 
offering great facilities for this development. 

In commerce Germany follows Great Britain with 
yearly imports running as high as $1,400,000,000, and 
exports as high as $1,200,000,000. The total value of 
German’s commerce is nearly $2,750,000,000. This is al- 
most 40 per cent. greater than that of France. The 
combined commerce of the United States is $2,500,000,000. 

The next element of future greatness possessed by this 
progressive empire is in her colonia! possessions, which 
the government is ever awake to extend Africa is the 
principal scene of this development, and {t is significant 
in many ways; in none more so than in the effort being 
made there to supply German cotton spinners with raw 
material independent of the United States. This is a 
burning question to all the great nations of Europe. As

There are five of 
these in Paris, four in London, three in Berlin, and so 
on, each receiving $8 a day and expenses. They receive 
ready coéperation from the foreign merchants, who do 


gitimate importing business. Certain 
abroad immediately notify the Treasury agents when an 
American has made a purchase of diamonds, silke an4 
other dutiahble goods. One noted tobacco house in Ha- 
vana regularly gives the same sort of warning. More- 
over the Treasury agrees to divide the value of seized 
goods with disinterested persons giving a clue to a de- 
pariure of smuggled articles purchased abroad. 
Traveling Spotters. | 


In addition, there are always employed to go back and 
forth on the big ocean liners traveling “spotters,” who 
receive $10 a day and expenses, and whose business it is 
to ingratiate themselves with passengers and learn what 
they can concerning their foreign purchases. It is the 
favorite ruse of these Chesterfieldian detectives to grow 
very confidential with passengers and to drop the hint 
that they themselves are smuggling in some articles 
which they do not think the greedy government has the 


| moral right to tax. Such disclosures, slyly dropped, are 
| Very apt to draw out the amateur smuggler, who, when 


he reaches the wharf, wonders how in the name of all 
things holy his motive has been suspected by the man in 
the brass buttons, who takes a peep into his trunk and 
then orders him carefully searched. 

| It is only of the amateur smuggler that we have been 
speaking so far. The really dangerous, professional 
criminals of thia class are the sailormen largely employed 
‘to bring the goods over the seas and the smal! boatmen 
who meet these smuggling ships before the revenue cut- 
ter has a chance to pounce out and cast its eagle eye 
about. The smuggling ship arranges to approach the 
port at night end to unload upon the restless black 
waves its tarpaulin-covered cases of goods. This illicit 
freight ie then gathered up by the small boatmen, who 
secrete it somewhere along an unfrequented bit of shore, 
whence it is quite as mysteriously transferred to a 
“fence’—generally a sailormen’s saloon. Often the row- 
boatmen surreptitiously ship the goods directly to the 
dealer and thus save the commission of the “fence.” By 
all of these meang the government estimates that it an- 
nually loses $1,000,000 in duties. — 

Another class of professional smugglers are those who 
operate along our Canadian and Mexican frontiers. Up 
on the Detroit River the government has long been at 
war with the “pigtall whisky leagne” of Chinese smug- 
giers, in league with the syndicate of Canadian gam- 
blers recently reported as building an airship for the 
transport of their illicit goods across the border. But 
better news came to the Treasury officials this summer 
when Mexico notified us that it had abolished its “free 
zone.” This strip, twelve miles wide, lined the entire 
border of President Diaz's republic, and until now al! 
imports were admitted therein free, customs payments 
being charged only at the southernmost edge of the zone. . 
This free zone was a strip of exceedingly poor country, 
and the object of admitting goods there free was to aid 
the inhabitants, but the absence of Mexican customs 
officers, who might otherwise have codperated with us 
directly on our boundary, allowed of much smuggling of 
goods northward from the strip. In 1895 Congress passed 
a law putting an end to the practice of shipping foreign 
goods through the Upited States in bond if destined for 
the free zone. This was purposed to break up the enter-

Up in 
Vermost and Maine it has become somewhat of a fash- 
lon to build stores directly upon the international boun- 
dary line, so that the front half, for instance, may be 
in the United States and the rear half in Canada. Goods 
are bought in whichever country they can be obtained 
at the cheaper figure, and when the American customs 
officer arrives to make his inspection he finds all Amer- 
ican goods carefully piled up in the American end of 
the establishment and, just so, the Canadian officers find 
their native goods in the end of the building which, tech- 
nically speaking, is Canadian soil. Of course, it is the 
easiest matter in the world, when the customs men are 
not around, to move a barre! of cheap Canadian whisky 
to the forward end of the store and there eell it to a 
Yankee customer whose covered wagon is waiting out- 
side. | 

One of our officers outwitted a line storekeeper re- 
cently.

Standing ma- 
jestically alone, with no rugged or mountafmous pre- 
tensions, it sw to its softly rounding summit in a 
succession of nable curves alternating with broadiy- 
angled hollows. ring summer and fall the dried wild 
grasses make it a harmony in browns, the winter rains 
turn it green, and in the spring it is a glowing Midas- 
heap of mustard. 


The foreground is the waterfront. The government 
dredger chugs day and night to scoop out the harbor, that 
it may admit f vessels of the deepest draught, and 
yet the keel of our Spanish barks are never tempted 
hither, though we often catch the sun on their sails be- 
yond Dead Man's Island, far out at sea. We must con- 
tent ourselves with the forest of masts along the 
wharves. Dingy ships from Australia and British 
Columbia discharge their sooty cargoes. Hundreds of 
lumber schooners come laden with the fragrant loot of 
the Oregon fores Hairy-chested longshoremen tug at 
oriental bales of mysterious contents. 


The inner har yr, called “the river,” and sometimes 
more familiarly “ crick,” winds away to lose itself in 
the inland marshes about Wilmington. 


Across this channel are more wharves and the Old 
Breakwater, the latter built some decades ago to connect 
a low, flat, sandy peninsula with an abrupt little clay- 
cliff protuberance out tn the bay known as Dead Man's 
Island. 


For more than hale its length, the Old Breakwater has 
a barnacie-like encrustation of fishermen’s huts built on 
piles, with their noses resting againet the rocky barrier. 
Each amphibious dwelling is an architectural oddity, the 
joint product of its owner's requirements and the exigen- 
cles of the location. At high tide they seem to ride the 
waters of the harbor, while at the ebb only the toes of 
their stilts are submerged. 


Each cabin has a platform for drying the brown ne/s 
in the sun; each one has aleo a rowboat stabled beneath 
it, hitched to a pile. Overhead the gray and white gulls, 
the chickens of the breakwater, gail and sereech; un- 
grateful chickens they are—tame enough to be fed, but 
never coming home to roost, and laying their eggs no 
one knows where. 


The brown fishermen sing over the mending of the 
pets—Italian songs many of them. In the late after- 
noon they will row out to the “mosquito fleet” of little 
fishing craft anchored a few strokes out in the harbor, 
and one after another sail will be wafted to the fishing 
grounds beyond Dead Man's Island for the nightly cast- 
ing the seines.

At least once a week, during the summer, the Old | 
Breakwater is discovered by some adventurous and en- 
thusiastic explorer, who raves about it, meurns because 
his kodak is already full of bathing scenes, lovers behind 
umbrellas, and such inconsequent trash; vows to write it 
up, and then wanders back into the world and promptly 
forgets all about it. Not so the real lovers of the Break- 
water. We say little, but the vision of it is always with 
us, and if ever you miss us from our end of the tele- 
phone in Los Angeles, you may be sure we have escaped 
thither. If any of the rest of us happen upon these lines, 
they will smile reproachfully and murmur that I cannot 
really be one of the elect to be thus foolishly and indis- 
creetly expansive on the subject. 

Following down the breakwater from the terminal end 
of it, the first landmark is the Bethel Mission ship an- 
chored securely among the boat landings, wharves and 
pile-supported cabine. Old Californians will remember 
it as the Warrior, which for years did tug duty in the 
harbor and passenger duty between San Pedro and Cata- 
lina Mm the days when three trips a week during the sum- 


mer months was the sum total of communication with 
that resort. Now in its old age it has, like the Apostle 
Paul, been changed in name and dévoted to the services 
of religion. 

Bethel was established in this spot two years ago by 
Mr. Farr, the superintendent, and is undenominational. 


Mr. Farr came to the work with the experience of hav- 
ing conducted a similar mission on a cana! boat in Ohio. 


Here on the old Warrior, Jack may read or write to his 
folks or play at bowling down in the hold. The cabin fs 
‘now a chapel, and on Sunday jolly young tars, sunburned 
longshoremen, and weather-worn old seamen “whose 


beards have been shaken by many a tempest,” all gather 
to hear of the friend of fishermen. 


At ite upper or terminal end, the old breakwater is 
now an anachronism. The pipe from the government 
dredger in the inner harbor has discharged enough sand 
in the last few months to build up several acres of beach 
between the sea wall and the ocean. Cottages that were 
once on piles and overhung the tides are now at some 
distance from the new shore line. At present this new 
beach keeps the breakwater company only as far as the 
old bath-house, the next landmark of consequence. With 
two long, low wings and a higher square, central tower, 
the crumbling old bath-house is a decidedly picturesque 
relic. Its red roof and white walls are visible from afar. 


After leaving the bath-house, further journeying is 
something of an athletic feat. At the best, it is a mat- 
ter of climbing over the rocks or walking the tops of rot- 
ting and uneven piles. At the worst, it means sharing 
this cranky and unreliable footpath with the huge iron 
pipe from the dredger, or walking the pipe itself, an ex- 
ercise that could well be recommended as preliminary 
practice for tight-rope performance. The scraping of 
the clam shells as they are whirled along within the pipe 
mingles with the purring of the ocean and the calling of 
the gulls. One wonders how those conservative and re-

“I suppose you have heard how Point Pinos became 
noted?” asked my guide. 

I replied in the negative. 

“Well, then, it is as follows: In 1816, while Pablo Vi- 
cente De Sola was Governor of California, the coast was 
threatened by Buenos Ayres privateers, whose sole ob- 
ject was plunder. One day the sentinel at Point Piros 
came galloping furiously into Monterey, and, rushing 
through the gateway of the presidio to the house of the 
commantiante, José Maria Estudillo, announced that he 
had seen a strange sail coming into the bay. 

“*A pirate!’ exclaimed the commandante. He ordered 
the soldiers and men of arms to be called together and 
notified the Governor. In a short time all was bustle 
and preparation. They marched to Point Pinos, and, 
standing upon a rock at the water's edge, Pablo De Sola 
demanded through his trumpet what vessel it was. The 
captain of the ship answered that he could not under- 
stand Spanish. The Governor then spread out his chart 
of colors to ascertain the nationality of his visitor, but 
could find nothing corresponding with the flag at the 
masthead of the vessel. This was sufficient evidence to 
him that the stranger was a suspicious character, and 
he ordered the captain to present himself at once to give 
an account of himeelf at headquarters. As they were 
marching through the plaza, the noon bell sounded the 
‘Ave Maria,’ and all fell upon their knees except the cap- 
tain and his men. 

“*Get down upon your knees or the Holy Mother will 
strike you dead!’ cried the guard. They obeyed. When 
prayer was over, they were led before the Governor, who 
asked the captain, through an interpfeter, why he per- 
sisted in following the life of a pirate; at the same time 
urging him and hie men to enlist for God ami the King. 

“*Pirate!’ ejaculated the captain. “We are not pirates, 
but Christians.’ 

“*Then why do you carry such a bloody flag? Do not 
those red stripes Indicate rivers of blood and those stars 
the cities you have taken?’ 

“Now it dawned upon the strangers why they were 
taken for pirates. Upon the explanation that the Stars 
and Stripes represented the flag of the United States of 
America, they were given their freedom, but were also 
requested to depart as hastily as possible.”

When 
the last horre is taken out the horse cavvy is driven 
away again, in charge of the day herders, to the feeding 
grounds. 

There are a few directions from the foreman and then 
the cowboys are in the saddle, and the picturesque cav- 
alcade starts out on the actual work of the round-up 
The men “ride-circle”—that is, they spread out in fan 


‘|| Shape, constantly widening the distances between the 


riders. Soon a bunch of wild horses is sighted, and the 
chase begins. Instead of all pelting efter the horses, 
the cowboys so place themselves on the prairie that they 
can ride in relays. A few of them keep directly after the 
horses, while others ride over the plains in such a man- 
'ner that they will be able to intercept the flying ponies 
\a@ few miles ahead. They arrive at the point of inter- 
ception with their horses comparatively fresh. Those 
who have been chasing the ponies are “all in.” Their 
mounts are blown, and a run of a few more miles would 
exhaust them. But the cowboys who have made the cut- 
off take up the work of the chase, never giving the wild 
horses an instant's rest. 

. A third bunch of pursuers cuts in a few miles ahead, 
having made another short cut across country. The wild 
horses ‘are beginning to show the effects of the terrific 
pace. They are as badly winded as are the heavily- 
mounted ponies of the cowboys. Some of the bunch be- 
gin to lag, and the swifter ones will not desert them. 
The little colts, some of whom are but a few weeks old, 
keep up with the herd in surprising fashion. But now 
the riders have gained the rear of the herd, and a few 
of the cowboys work around to the sides end eventually

Soon the camp ‘s 
reached, and the “wild bunch” is run into the corral—not 
the rope affair, but the stout inclosure of logs, several of 
which are scattered about the range, and where the work 
of rounding up is always carried on. 

It is late in the afternoon, but the foreman determines 
that another ride must be made, as another herd has 
been sighted not far from the place where the first was 
seen. Accordingly the day herders bring in the horses 
again, the rope corral is stretched, and another lot of 
ponies selected by the Indian cowboys. As each fresh 
horse is mounted, probably half of them will give an ex- 
hibition of bucking, for the Indian pony is a spirited an- 
imal, whether he is branded or unbranded, and he gea- 
erally tries to shake off a saddle. The cowboys stick 
to their mounts with ease, however, as each man is a 
crack rider. Indeed it is seldom that one finds a Crow 
Indian who is not a superb rider. Generations of horse- 
manship have told on this tribe, and the Cfows are un- 
doubtedly the finest bareback riders in the world. ‘In 
any competition of relay riding they always heat the 
white cowboys of tana, skilled though the latter are 
in the art of changifig horses rapidly and making break 
neck rides. 

The second circle is a repetition of the first, with the 
exception that after the last relay has been ridden and 
the bunch surrounded, the ponies make a dash and most 
of them escape through the cordon of riders. The »oo- 
nies of the cowboys are worn out, so there is no hope 
of overtaking the bunch again, and the round-up hands 
have to return to camp with only a fraction of the herd. 
It is no unusual thing for the wild-horse hunters to be 


out half a day, riding hard al] the time and to reurn to - 


camp without a single captured pony, so difficult are 
these Indian mavericks to catch. 

Tired and hungry, and with jaded mounts hanging 
their heads in despondency, the cavalcade does not look 
as jaunty as the lot that started out at noon. Saddles 
are thrown off, and the ponies are turned out on the 
range to graze with their fellows, and the wearied cow- 
boys fling themselves at full length on the ground, sonie 
of them not even bothering to tunroll their beds, so ex- 
hausted are they owing to the hard ride. 

But the cooks afe busy, and soon the smell of beans 
fresh bread arouses the cowboys from their leth- 
argy. There are grunts of “Itsi bot sots” (very good,) 


‘as the cowboys gather about the camp fire, each with his 
| plate and knife, which has been secured from the tail of 


the mess wagon. Soon each plate is heaped with beans 
and fresh bread, end each cowboy has helped himself lib- 


| erally to a sort of sauce which is simmering at the side 


of the fire. Grouping themselves picturesquely, the men 
eat with the eagerness that tells of the appetite sharp- 
ened by the crisp Montana air as well as by the hard 
work of the day. The cooks are kept busy turning out 
their pans of bread. Both girls work swiftly and with a 
deftness that would be the envy of a white cook. Their 
materials are mostly primitive, and yet they turn out ap- 
petizing dishes under circumstances that would be the 
despair of their white sisters. The Indian cook dis- 
penses with the inevitable “Dutch oven” that is the 
white man's test friend of the wilderness kitchen. The 
dough is placed in an ordinary frying pan, after heaving 
been kneaded to the right consistency. Then some coals 
are raked out from the fire, and on these the pan is set. 
Then another plan is put over the top of the pan contain- 
ing the dough, making a perfect cover. On this cover 
the cook drops a shovelful of glowing coals. In a few 


of steaming bread, perfectly browned on top and bot- 
tom, and toothsome enough to serve as the.chief dish at 
any banquet. 

One of the cooks even dispenses with the cover to her 
frying pan. After raking out the coals and browning 
on the bottom, she tilts the pan on edge 
to the fire, and the top browns from the reflected 

Besides their bread-baking, the roundup cooks 
ve many arts that have come down to them from the 

Crow equaws used to follow their lords 
They can jerk meat, or dry it in 
In the long 
afternoons when there is nothing to be done in camp, 
they wander about the plains, armed with long iron roids, 
seeking a toothsome sort of wild turnip, that is one of 
the greatest delicacies of the tribe. These wild turnips 
have roots of great depth. It is these roots that are, 
edible. They can be pounded into a meal and made into 
a sort of cake that is delicious, or they can be eaten just 
as they are brought to the surface by the iron rods. 
With such cooks looking out for their wants, the cow- 
boys do not go hungry, and the round-up “bahroosh,” or 
“eat,” is always liberal enough for the hungriest Indian 
in the lot, 

In the evening, after the meal is done, and when the 
wonderful Montana sunset proclaims the swift approach 
of night, the cowboys gather about the fire and play their 
inevitable gambling games. There are greasy cards, or 
a sort of dice game, consisting of throwing several little 
bones into the air and catching them in a bow! as they 
fall. The night herders saddle their mounts and eet 
forth to relleve the day herders, who are watching the 
saddie horses in the great basin that stretches te the 
surrounding ridges. The chill of the Montana night be- 
gins to creep into the camp. The western esky loses its 
giow, and the early moon begins to silver the cast. 
The wolves and coyotes are mouthing it in the darkling 
hills, and the “wild bunch” in the corral ts stamping and 
snorting in restlessness end fear, probably having some 
premonition of the brand to come on the morrow. 

The cowboys carry tarpaulin beds to the big sleeping 
tent. Some of them merely roll in between the covers, 
preferring to sleep out in the open rather than under a 
tent. Soon there is quiet in the camp, broken only by 
the occasional crackle of the dying fire, and then one 
hears the wild, creepy Indian chants, sung by the nicht 
herders, signifying that the round-up day in the land of 
the wild horse ia over.

HANDSOME New ReEsIpENCE IN 


HIGHLAND PARK, Los ANGELES. 
By a Special Contributor. 
EREWITH is shown an illustration of the 
residence of Will J. Rudesill, on South Avenue 58, 
thia city. It is of the Florentine mission style of 
architecture. On the ground floor is the large reception 
hall, 18x18 feet square, to the rear of this room is a 
recess, 7x9, used for a cosy corner or den. The stairway 
goes up well back from the entrance. At the right of ' 
the hall, and entered through sliding doors, is the , 
library, 18x24 feet, at the end of which is a large maatel 
of buff brick. At the left of the mantel are the book- 
cases built in. Directly back of the library, entered 
through sliding doors, is the dining-room, 16x20 feet, 
with built-in buffet. An artistic feature of this room is 
the east side of it, which is set almost solid with «mall 
panes of glass. The glass in the door, too, runs almost 
to the floor. This door leads out to a porch 10x20, arched 
in front and on the end. - 


To the left of the dining-room are the kitchen, screen 
porch, pantries and laundry, all furnished with the up- 
to-date accessories. 

The wood finish downstairs is weathered oak and the 
floors are of hard, polished maple. On the second floor 
there are four large bedchambers, with large wel! ven- 
tilated closets. On this floor are also a hall and a 
bathroom, fitted with all modern conveniences, every 
room being well flooded with sunlight. 

The house is located on a half-acre lot on a high 
viaff, on the Aroyo Seco, with an unobstructed view on 
three sides, overlooking the Arroyo Seco and the near- 
by and far-off mountains.

The Gentleman Biack Scale. 


HAD a query the day before this writing as to the 

appearance of the male black scale. I have never 
seen the man who is personally acquainted with this 
insect, yet I have seen a few who know the appearance 
of the female contingent of this pest. The fly was not 
discovered till 1893, Dr. B. W. Griffith‘of Los Angeles 
having mate the discovery, an account of which was 
published in The Times on July 2, 1893.

The fly is about two millimeters 
in length with a wing expanse of three millimeters. The 
ecale from which it emerges is but little longer than the 
pupa.

Bringing a New Crop to America. | 
HE work of agricultural scientists in bringing the 
date palm from the Mediterranean region to simi- 

lar arid regions in our.southwest has valuable lessons. 

It is of interest to establish in this country an industry 

to produce at home fruits for which we now send 

‘abroad $500,000. But of evén greater interest 

are the broad and effective methods employed 

by the Federal Department of Agriculture—the State 
experiment stations and private parties codperating. 

The varieties, the climatic and soil conditions, the 

methods of cultivating and marketing in the original 

home of these plants were studied. Preliminary inves- 
tigations were made to find the similar soil and cli- 
matic conditions in this country. New and cheap 
methods of shipping the young plants were devised and 
large numbers of plants of several of the best varieties 
were introduced in Arizona and other sections. The 
work has combined science and business methods in 
an effective way, which shows the. value, not only of

seilies alone, this ofl being the staple of the Marseilles 
soap industry. The total imports into Europe from 
Africa and India alone amount to nearly 400,000,000 
pounds. 


Prof. M. E. Jaffa, of the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion of the University of California, has recently been 
conducting careful feeding experiments with human be- 
ings to determine the value of nuts for food. Almost 
all nuts are rich in fat and proteids; the proteids are 
the flesh and muscle-forming substances contained in 
food. A pound of groundauts which in California costs 
7 cents, furnishes 1000 calories of energy at a cost of 
3% cents and protein at 4 cost of 36 cents per pound. 
As a rule, puts are an expensive form of food, the aver- 
age price. per pound of nut protein ranging higher than 
the corresponding average of meat protein. Prof. 
Jaffa’s experiments, however, show that the cost pér 
pound in the case of groundnut protein is lower than 
that of ments, fish, eggs, milk, dairy products and 
prepared cereals. This proves what has long been be- 
lieved in America, that groundnuts are ea most uscful 
and econontical form of food. In the United States 
they are largely used in the preparation of a cheap 
and nutritious form of sweets, known as “peanut 
candy.” The United States uses 4,000,000 oushels of 
groundnuts per annum for human food at a cost to 
the consumers of $10,000,000.—[The Transvaal Agri- 
cultura] Journal.

| YOuNGEST STREET Raitway MAN- 
| AGER IN THE WORLD. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HEY said at the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany offices, at Fiftieth street and Broadway, the 
* other day, on the writer inquiring for General Man- 
ager Oren Root, that he was attending a meeting of offi- 
cers in the Cable Building, some fifty blocks away. They 
said he would be back in half an hour. The spasmodic 
band in the big electric clock in the office was then pa.5- 
ing at 2:30, so there was a half hour for a preliminary 
survey of the surroundings. 
Tt was a big room—the room that had been occupied 
by President and Former General Manager Herbert H. 
Vreeland—and it was a big chair that accompanied the 
big desk standing exactly in the center of the room. 
Bigness and precision were visible everywhere. One 
could see it without straining his eyes. But was the 
present incumbent of the big chair and the bigger office— 
® young man barely 31 years old, who two years ago was 
called to one of the most remunerative and responsible 
positions in all this corporation of States and Territot ies 
—big enough, mentally and physically, to fill the chair 
made vacant by President Vreeland? Had he ia two 
years shown this to be a fact? Still scarcely over 30 and 
the executive head of the greatest street railway system 
Was he a young Fortunatus, born with a golden spoon 
in his mouth, or Bad he embraced a fighting chance in 
the strenuous game and won on his merits? How had 
he risen to the genera] managership of the greatest street 
railway system in the land at an age when most young 
men are still casting about for opportunities, or rather 
waiting for opportunities to come their way? What, in 
short, was the secret of his amazing success? 


Success always is a secret to those who fail. But this 
one promises to be of interest to every young man with 
ambition to succeed in his chosen calling. Doubtless 
many a man whose mirror and friends tolhi him he was 
growing gray rather than rich also would itke to know 
how this young man had forged ahead with such Jack- 
the-Giant-Killer strides. 


As my glance traveled around the room—with a place 
in it for everything and with everything in its place—it 
was arrested by a number of volumes dealing with labor 
and capital—those Siamese twine—and other facts and 
factors in the most absorbing industrial problems of the 
day.

INETY-one days out of sight of land suggests @ ro-

description of a sailing voyage to Australia, an ex- 
perience open to everyone, and yet at the present moment 
I can only recall one man of my acquafntance, other than 
my fellow-travelers, who has done the same thing. The 
great objection to this mode of progression is the appall- 
ing monotony. Macaulay says: “There are very few 
people who do not find a voyage which iasts several 
months insupportably dull. Anything is welcome which 
may break that long monotony, a sail, a shark, an alba- 
tross, a man overboard. Most passengers find some re- 
source In eating twice ag many meals as on land. But 


The facilities for both these exciting pursuits 
are great. The inmates of the ship are thrown together 
far more than in any country seat or boarding-house.”

unable to afford the time and money for a vacation 
is, in plain language, a fool. You cannot get the 
best of Nature. A certain amount of rest and relaxa- 
tion is absolutely necessary to insure health. Where 
is the saving, if you refrain from taking, say a ‘two 
weeks’ vacation, once a year for three years, making 
six weeks in all, and then have to go to bed, or to a 
sanatorium, for six months, if you are not taken off for 
a lasting vacation by one of our firms of undertakers? 
When it comes to the question of how, when and 
where, there are great differences in regard to vacations. 
Some of them are worse than no vacation at all. Take,

for instance, the family parties, that start off for 
beach on a warm summer morning, loaded down to 
guards with children, and big packages of pro 
They rush to catch a car, going, and rush to a> entia 
car coming back, sometimes having to stand up all or 
part of the way. When they get back to the city, you 
can see, from the tired, strained appearance of the whele 
party, that the outing, instead of being a rest, has de- 
pleted their energy. It would have been far more sensi- 
ble for these people to have a little summer house, or 
awning in their yard, and play at camping out, until 
they are able to go off for‘more than a day. 

As to the time of taking a vacation, it is better to 
make it late in the year, so that you do not come back 
to another long spell of hot weather, and feel as if you 
needed another holiday before Christmas. 

As to where you should go, the main idea is to get as 
great a change as possible from your normal surround 
ings—a physical and mental change, a climatic change.

Here you 
find an entirely different climate, so that in San Fran- 
cisco overcoats and open fires are welcome in August. 
You also find a different class of people, who know 
' nothing and care less about Los Angeles, and therefore 
_ you are not likely to be dragged into a discussion of things 
_ that are familiar to you. Indeed, it is just within the 
bounds of possibility that, when you tell a person you 
_ are from Los Angeles, he may observe: “Oh, yes, that’s 
_ im Mexico, isn’t it?” And, in a way, he would be right, 
_ because there‘is a city of Los Angeles in Mexico, 
_ On the other hand, residents of Northern California 
might with advantage spetid their vacations in the 

southern part of the State. In this way, residents of 
_@ach section would not only benefit themselves, physi- 
cally, but would come to know each other, and be fess 
Jealous of each other. 
_ Another very important thing to remember is that 
' you should make every effort to get away from thoughts 
_of your ordinary occupation. Also change entirely the 
variety of reading you do. If you have been a great 

_ reader, read as little as possible of anything. Otherwise, 

 pelect something light, that does not require much con- 

centration.

“Raw Food. 


MONG the various dietetic reforms that have come 
| to the front of late is the eating of raw food. There 
is no doubt that cooking food is, to a great extent, spoil- 
ing food, as the raw food advocates claim. The trouble 
is that, like so many other advocates of reform in health 

ers, they are inclined to go to extremes. 

_ Perhaps the most pretentious volume that has hitherto 
been published on the subject of raw food is “Uncooked 
Foods and How to Use Them,” by Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Christian. In the preface the authors state how, when 
so run down in health as to be disqualified for work, 
they looked around for a remedy. They say: “Failing 
utterly in this, our attention was turned toward what 
have been called natural foods, but what in reality mean 
food in its elementary or unchanged state. Less than 
a year of study and experimenting with this system 
of feeding resulted in the total elimination of all stomach 
disorders and our complete restoration to perfect health. 
From scientific research, in addition to these failures 
and successes, we have studied out a system of both 
eating and drinking, which has been tried by many 
others under our direction, and In every instance health, 
strength and vitality have come to those who have 
obeyed our instructions.” In order to bring the theory 
more conspicuously before the public, they gave a seven 
course dinner, or banquet, of uncooked foods, which 
was attended by many distinguished New York people. 


a state of maturity by nature cannot consistently be 
called “raw.” They say: “These things are finished, 
ready for use; they are perfect, they are not rew, 
they are done; and when they are cooked they are 
undone. They are as far removed from their finished 
sand done condition as if they were green or but 
half grown.” 

Analyzing foods prepared for the table in a New York 
botel kitchen, they show the total of one day to have 
been at least 250 different articles, mainly jumbled 
together and spiced. 

An important point made is that it takes only about 
half the quantity of uncooked food to sustain life as 
compared with the cooked food required. 

A chapter is devoted to the “Emancipation of Woman.” 
The authors say: “When the house is provided, and the 
woman who has dreamed of a true home is settied 
therein, it gradually dawns upon her thet instead 
of being a queen, she is an imprisoned vassal. She finds 
that she must stand over a miniature furnace for an 
hour in the morning and breathe the poisonous odor 
of broiling flesh, and spend another hour among the 
grease and slime of pots and dishes, instead of oceupy- 
ing the time walking in the life-giving sunlight ani 
drinking in nature's purifying air. 

“She soon realizes that the fires of the morning are 
bardly out until those for the noon are kindled, and the 
labors from luncheon often lap over into the evening, 
and those of evening far into the night. The throne 
over which she dreamed of wielding the queenly sceptre 
has been transformed into a fiery furnace, gilded with 
greasy pots and plates, blood and bones, over which 
she has unfurled the dish rag, and by the common cus- 
tom of her country, it waves over her helpless head as 
an ensign of her rank and profession, under which she 
is really a slave.” 


This is all right and true, but the trouble is that 
some of these vegetarians and raw-food reformers make 
their menu more complicated than flesh eaters. For in- 
stance, a lady found on experimenting, that one of the 
raw soup dishes, for which a receipt is given in this 
book, would require about half a dozen different pots 
to cook it in. 

In reference to foods, the authors say that bananas 
should never be eaten so long as is 
visible on the skin. Better say that bananas, 
in this country, should not be eaten at all, nae 
when scraped and baked in their skins, because they are 
picked green and ripen on their way, and sonsequently 
they are not wholesome. 

Also, the authors say: “The Turkish-pulled fig, that 
is, the unpressed fig, or the largest variety obtainable, 
are much preferable to and more cleanly than those 
that have been pressed.” Anyone who has noticed 
the habits of the inhabitants of Asia Minor, who pick 
and pack Turkish figs, would not want to eat any 
more of them, but would want to eat the California 
variety, which is now put on the market, equal to any 
of the imported figs. 

Also, ripe olives are dismissed by the authors with 
a few words. They evidently do not know much about 
the virtues and value of the California ripe olives. 

Here are some truthful remerks in regard to salting 
butter: “The custom of salting butter is altogether 
wrong, and inexcusable from a hygienic standpoint. It 
had its origin, no doubt, in the fact that it became 
commercially necessary in order to preserve it for the 
purpose of shipping, ‘ransporting and marketing. Dur- 
ing the last few years fresh or sweet butter has come 
into general use in all the large cities and well-appointed 
hotels and cafés. In Paris, where the culinary art is 
studied and kept at a higher standard than at any other 
city in the world, it is considered an offense to serve 
salted butter. It is taken for granted that the article 
is aged and would have spoiled had it cot been pre- 
served with salt.” 

Regarding the mixing of too many varieties of food, 
the authors say: “Nearly every article of food known, 
as bad as some of them are, will agree with the 
stomach, if eaten alone or with a few other a:ticies, 
‘n normal cuantities, whose chemical properties har- 
monize. When we say that certain things do not agree 
with us, the fact is that things do not agree with 
themselves.” 

Here are what the authors call “three ideal meals for 
a perfectly norma’l person:” 

Breakfast: One red apple, two ounces pecan meats, 
six or eight t'ack dates, one very ripe banana, sliced | 
with thick cream, one glass milk. 

Lanch: Two Bartlett pears, one ounce pecan meats, 
three Turkish pulled figs, one ounce pignolias, cold 
slaw with olive oil, one cake of unfired bread, four 
prunes with thick cream, sweet butter, glass of egg- 
nog. 

Dinner: Half pound of grapes, two ounces mixed nut 
meats, vegetable salad with Hygeia dressing, one cake 
unfired bread, cream cheese, six or eight black dates, 
very ripe red banana with thick cream, pint of whole 
milk.

The doctors are trying to get through the State 
Legislature bills compelling all manufacturers of patent 
medicines to print upon the package the names of the 
ingredients. This is an excellent idea, but, as the editor 
has said, in justice, the law should also compel all phy- 


poisons they prescribe for their patients. If this were 
done, there is no doubt that the consumption of drugs, 
both in the shape of patent medicines and physicians’ 
prescriptions, would greatly fall off. 

At the seventy-third annual meeting of the English 
Medical Agsociation at Leicester, Eng., Dr. G. C. Frank- 
lin deplored the growth of specialism among physicians, 
claiming that it tends to produce a narrower type of 
medical men, who, like the mechanics, will only know 
their own department of work. 

There is not likely to be any change in this direction 
until the “regulars” come to realize and recognize the 
great simple truth that all disease is one—a condition 
of “dis-ease"’—an abnormal] condition of the body due 
to errors in living, most usually dietetic errors. Also, 
that all manifestations of disease are simoly an effort 
of nature to bring about a normal condition of health, 
and that it is therefore the height of folly to interfere 
with her operations by endeavoring to check or suppress 
the symptoms. It would be just about as reasonable 
to sit on a safety valve, when it is emitting a volume 
of steam. 

As the editor has frequently observed, this whole | 
question of medical legislation is exceedingly simple, 
when it is looked at from a common sense potnt of view. 
Everyone should be allowed to select his own school 
of healing, just as he is permitted to select his own 
school of preaching. To force a person wh» believes tn 
naturopathy, or osteopathy, or mental suggestion, to 
procure, when sick, the services of a drug dispenser, is 
just as unreasonable, just as unjust, just as un-Ameri- 
can, as it would be to force one who believes in John 
Wesley, or in Calvin, or Luther, to be ministered to by 
a priest of the Roman Catholic Church. What is more, 
these arrogant physicians may as well make up their 
minds now that the descendants of men who laid down 
their lives to free the country from a foreign joke 
will never submit to have their rights restricted in 
this manner. 

The only restrictions on medical practice should be 
that everyone who sets up to be a healer, whether by 
giving drugs, or packing in wet sheets, or osteopathy, or 
massage, or chiropathic, or diet, or mental suggestion, 
should be forced to show that he is competent to prac- 
tice that form of healing which he professes. Or, if he 
practices more than one form of healing, then he should 
show that he is competent in each of them. Of course, 
it need scarcely be said that it is not only unjust but 
highly ridiculous for a mental suggestionist or an oseto- 
path, to be examined by a boars of allopaths, who en- 
tertain for anything outside of their own limited field 
contempt.and enmity.

For Pure Milk. 


T IS announced that the city Board of Health is to 

undertake another campaign against the dairies, 
this time the city dairies, to fird out what sort of stuff 
they are selling to the puBlic. This is a good idea, and 
the board should be highly commended for its alertness. 
It i¢ an especially dastardly thing to sell filthy milk 
or milk adulterated with preservatives, such as for- 
maline, because milk is so largely used as a food for 
infants, whose tender systems are especially sensitive 
tv poisons. If the public only knew, it would undouDbt- 
edly be appalled at the number of innocents slain an- 


nually by filthy or doped milk.

Some years ago, when the French were 
trying to construct the Panama Canal, there was a 
bad outbreak of yellow fever. The Chinese laborers 
were then so terrified that several thousand of them 
committed suicide.

ory of his little daughter who died. There are now no 
less than sixty-four of these institutions, one of them 
being in Paris and another in Tokio. The headquarters 
of the work is In Washington, D. C., All the homes have 
a similarity of rules and lations. Mr. Crittenton 
starts a home, and then leaves the city in which it Is 
situated to support it, much as Mr. Carnegie does with 
his libraries. Only, if it may be permitted to say so, 
the Crittenton money accomplishes far more good than 
that of Carnegie. 

About 400 children have been cared for in the home, 
since it was started. When a good private home for a 
child can be found, with ‘worthy people, it is given out 
for adoption. Otherwise, they go to the children’s home, 
that is connected with this institution. 

In considering the death rate of the children, it 
should be remembered that in many—perhaps a major- 
ity—of the cases efforts have been made by the unfor- 
tunate mothers to prevent the birth of a living child and 
this must naturally have an exceedingly fll-effect upon the 
infant, should it survive. Considering this, the per- 
centage of deaths given by the management at about 
16 per cent. is moderate. Eighteen children were still- 
born, and only one that died was over the age of tweive 
months, 

In regard to the feeding of the children, following 
is an extract from a report, published five years ago. 
Reports are published annually: 

“Our babies, being nearly all tottle-fed, we have 
given the subject of infant feeding a large part in 
our curriculum. At present, there are forty children 
in the home, none of whom have reached the age of 
four years. Of these, twenty or more are under four- 
teen months. The most critical time of child life lies 
within this period; and to guard against the diseases 
which attend upon mistakes in artificial feeding, we 
must ever be alert. Our mortality, considering our 
large family, and the fact that many are born delicate, 
is very low. We instruct our nurses that they may be 
competent to take full charge of the infant from the 
moment of its birth; and this means a full knowledge 
of the method of bathing and dressing the baby, the 


preparation of the various artificial foods, and the care - 


of the child through so many of the minor allments 
that are apt to attack the newly-born. The study of 
children’s diseases is part of the didactic course, and, 
unfortunately, many of these same maledies are encoun- 
tered in the nursery. But with competent and con- 
scientious help, we can do much to ameliorate the suffer- 
ings of the helpless little ones. Our infants are fed

chiefly on sterilized cow’s milk, and on this they seem 


to thrive.” 


There is also, at the home, a training schoo) for 


nurses. 

Margaret Bisbee, the manager of the home, has heid 
that position for eight years. She has been doing phil- 
anthropic work among the “submerged tenth” in Los 
Angeles for thirty-five years, is a motherly woman, and 
eutirely wrapped up in her work. 

The children’s home in connection with the institution, 
is located on Kent street, overlooking Echo Park. The 
institution is very anxious to secure @ piece of land for 
a farm, where the children may have plenty of room 
to grow up into useful young men and women. 

The institution is supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions, in addition to a small allowance made by the 
State for each child. This is surely a wise provision, 
for if not thus cared for, these children might grow 
up to cost the State, as criminals, a large amount of 
morey. 

Will not some kindly disposed person, who has a piece 
of land that he can spare, give it to this worthy object? 
Ané then, will not others, who perhaps have happy lit- 
tle children of their own, or have lost them, loosen 
their purse strings, and give enough to make the neces- 
sary improvements, thus bringing happiness to the 
hearts of a band of little folks, whose misfortune is in 
no wise due to themselves? 


Unmitigated Nuisances. 


MAN was recently knocked down and almost killed 

by a motorcycle, in Los Angeles. A member of the 
Board of Health announced his intention of endeavoring 
to secure legislation against these inventions of the 
Evil One. It should certainly be done, not only on 
account of the danger to pedestrians, but on account 
of the horrible noise they make. It is difficult to imagine 
how any sane person can possibly find pleasure in rid- 
ing such a perambulating boiler factory. They must also 
be demoralizing to the vital organs.

ITHIN the past year a great impetus has been given 

to the health resort idea in Southern California. The 
wonder is that it did not come sooner, considering what 
an army of invalids visit us from all parts of the 
country. 

A picturesque resort, in the foothills of the Sierra

Wilson trail, well named, “El Reposo,” has been taken 
hold of by Dr. Manning, a member of the city Board 
of Health, end a couple of associates, who have pur- 
chased a hundred acres. of improved land, on which 
the buildings stand. Additions are being made and it 
is to be run as a first-class health resort, the main idea 
being thorough rest, with such natural treatments as 
baths of all kinds and massage. 

By the way, as previously observed, it would be a 
good idea if these health resorte were run on the Euro- 
pean plan, that is to say, charging a fair price for ac- 
commodations, and serving meals a la carte. Then 
patients would not be tempted, as they sometimes are, 
to eat more than is good for them, simply because 
they want to get the value of their money.
